LAWLESS WHITECAPS. 


Mormon Missionaries Whipped—A Woman 


Vroselyte Also Plogged, 


Evansyitte, Ind, July 31.—In Perry 
County, this state, the Whitecaps have been 
going for Mormon missionaries and their 
converts. The Mormon elders Franklin 
Murray and James Fallon were drjyen out 
of Muhlenburg County, Ky., several weeks 
ago by thecitizens. The terrified elders fled 
across the Ohio, landing near Romo, Ind. 
They went back into the country and began 
spreading their faith in one of the most il- 
literate sections of that part of the state, 
meeting with little success. Two women, 
Clara Tyng and Maggie Jarvis, were the 
only converts in that vicinity, and when the 
elders started northward the two women ac- 
companied them to assist the missionaries 
itil they reached the nearest station on the 
Louisville, Evansville and St. Louis railroad 
where they were to take a train for Missouri 
to join converts in that state. On Thurs. 
day they arrived in the northern portion of 
the county aud stopped at the house of o 
widow, Mrs. Thomas. That nighta bandle 
of switches with a note attached was left on 
the doorstep. The note warned the mis 
sionaries to leave that portion of the state 
and allow the women to return 

No attention was paid to the threat, and 
on Friday night a band of the regulators 
visited the house The room occupied by 


the missionaries was forced and the frighten 
ed men and women taken to the woods, 
The two elders were stripped to the waist 
and tied to a tree, and euch regulator, 


twenty in number, administered five lashes 
to each victim, One blow struck Fallon ir 
the eye, destroying the sight.

Many of the frightoned 
inmates, however, rushed through the flames 
into the narrow court with clothes ablaze 
Six of them were so severely burned that 
they were taken to the ) 
dic.

hospital and may 
fire cxcapes on front and 
rear of the house, but before any of the in- 
mutes had time to etcape by them the 
flames had ascended through the house and 
were rushing from the windows, so that 
descent by the fire escape was impossible 

One man, already halt burned to death, 
escaped from a front story window and fell 
a muss of mangled flesh in the little court 

yard. Others jumped from the second 
story windows aud escapod with bruises 

A. H. Sheldon, manager of the People's 
Theatre, on discovering the fire sent out an 
alarm and the firemen responded, but when 
they arrived the flames already bad com- 
plete possession of the house and nothing 
could be done to save it and little to save 
its inmates. Chas. W. Norman, property 
man of the theatre, with several of his com- 
rodes ran to the roof of the theatre, carry- 
ing a ladder which they stretched over to a 
window of the burning building. A woman 
with her hair and clothing already ablaze 
here at the window and Norinan called 
to her to cross over on the ladder. She 
cried back that she could not leave her two 
children, Norman tried to cross over on 
the ladder, but the flames drove him back 
and he could not saye her. Afterwards the 
charred bodies af the mother and twa chil- 
dren were found in the building, Three 
men, however, availed thomselves of the 
ladder and escaped to the roof of the 
theatre, 

When tho firemen had at last drowned 
the Hames so that they could enter the 
house, they searched floor by floor, 4s they 
ascended and on the third floor they found 
the burned bodies ofa man, a woman and 
a boy; on the fourth floor they found five 
bodies so badly burned that it was impos 
sible to tell whether they were men or 
women; on the fifth floor no bodies 
found but on the sixth there lay on the floor 
five more bodies and they also were burned 
so that it couldnot be told whether they 
were menor women, This made thirteen 
bodies found in tho building, that of the 
man who leaped from the fifth story window 
increased the list to fourteen, while it is 
feared the deaths of some, if not all those in 
the hospitals, will make the number greater.

Half an 
hour latter, as L passed, they still sat there 
sipping, shivering a little, but oblivious of 
this and of the occasional flake of snow 
which descended and Jay lightly on the 
shining tables. ‘The proprietor came to the 
door at intervals, rubbed his hands. softly, 
as if his faith had been justified, and went 
back amiling to lossadvenburous customors. 
Later on, an energetic old gentloman sat 
down andordered coffee, which hoeventually 
finished inside, but from that time on, 
save whon rain poured steadily, one or two 
wore always in place, and by late March 
there were dozens. And thus it is evident 
that the summer tendency to liveas much 
of the daily life as possible before all eyes 
and under a full sunshine as the weather 
bureau supplies loses none of ita force ino 
winter, and that the Parisian shivers wil- 
lingly, if only it may be in good company. 

Tho foreigner puzzles long over two facts 
whioh confront him immediately and which 
remain to the end absolutely true and ab- 
solutely irrevoncilable, The one is, that 
the Parisian is essentially an out-of-door 
animal, and submits to cold and damp, or 
even an occasional wettiag, with entire dis- 
regard of ordinary demands of comfort, 
quite content if only he may watch the 
shifting throng with no window between. 
The other is, that this same Parisian goes 
home toa room in which every crack is 
stuffed with cotton, winds his or her head 
in flannel, and turns pale if the suggestion 
of a draught makes itselt felt. In omnibus 
or car, in public hall or theatre or church, 
ventilation is the cardinal crime and air a 
terror, andthe unhappy foielyner gasps 
and rapidly asphyxiates where the Parisian 
rejoices. 

t is not, thon, the air and the sun that 
is craved; it is the nearer contact with 
his kind; and thus winter is regarded with 
resentment and the first breath of mildness 
hailed as the resurrection of the only life 
worth living. And certainly as one comes 
and goes in the beautiful Champs Elysees, 
with its long lines of people aittivg on 
either side abeorbed in watching the 
myriad occupsnte of cab and carriage, and 
the whole shifting scene gayer and more 
brilliant than anythiog outeido of Paris bas 
ever known, there is sinall wouder that the 
Parisian, no matter at what cxtremity, re 
fusee to emigrate. Semistarvation and 
Paria ratherthan a full stomach and any 
ther quarter of the globe, and many a 
foreigner comes to be of the same mind, 
and submits to any privation rather than 
lose the foothold from which he surveys 
the panorama. 

The axiom of Napoleon ILT., that to keep 
the French people quict they must be con- 
stantly amused, has borne fruit in a thou- 
sand devices to thisend. A crowd is the 
lirst necessity. Happiness depends upon 
numbers. Tho Parisian declaims on every 
subject, and demands his audience, yield- 
ing place readily enough when his own 
ised has been satisfied and applauding un- 
grudgingly whoever has the floor. There 
is but one unforgivable offence, and that is 
dulness, and thus each one atudies effects 
and secks to bring all experionce into 
epigrammatic form. Nothing could foster 
and develop this tendency more thoroughly 
than this life perpetually in public, and 
thus every point where people are to be 
seen, from cafe to garden or boulevard, be- 
comes on the instant a theatre, a Chinese 
play, whose action is for a generation and 
in which each takes us many parts as he 
will. 

Every inch of open ground in Paris is made 
available, and the tinigst park has its 
benches free, and the more aristocratic 
chairs, which may be had fortwo or three 
sous an hour, The beautiful Bois de Bou- 
logne, rapidly recovering from the des- 
truction and desolation of the last days of 
the Communal war, has its groups scatter- 
ed in the shade of thicket or tree over all 
the twenty-seven hundred acres, while a 
constant stream of carriages in the main 


roads and of bicyclists wherevor they are 
allowed pours through it all day long, 
though notably larger and. more brilliant 
inthe afternoon. Here, as everywhere 


else, every possible proyiston is made for 
enjoyment. The cafes plan ingeniously to 
make the most of the plot of ground at 
side or front, and the little gardens are 
marvels of art. A glass of sugar water or 
cup of coffee gives right to space as long as 
a drop lingers, and by oarly evening « vory

is not the point for discussion of auch ques- 
tion. At least we may follow their me- 
thods in degree and learn the fact that 
pleasure in small things is more possible 
than we have believed, and that here at

The "Photoglyptic Stereotype."’ 

Some years ago it was publicly stated by 
R. H. Hoo that the newspaper of the future 
would be printed entirely, reading matter, 
illustrations and all, from ploto-engraved 
plates. What the Hoe firm has since done 
in its experiments in this direction of course 
I do not know, but there is a man in New 
York now working very nearly on this line 
who will soon have his invention in shape to 
patent. The principle upon which hé de- 
pends is a “photoglyptic stereotype,” as he 
calls it, in which the stereotype sheet is made 
directly by the camera, very cheaply and 
with clearer and better results than any com- 
mon stereotype can give, as the matter is 
photegraphed on to a matrix alrendy curved 
to the shape of the cylinder by an arraiige- 
ment of lenses which be has kept secret. You 
know the common matrix is made flat and 
then bent into a curve before the metal is 
poured upon it, thus naturally blurring and 
crushing the fine edges of the letters and the 
lines of the illustrations, so we seldom get a 
satisfactory picture from a rapid press,—

HE WILL GO TO ENGLAND, 


A Change tn Empcrér William's Itinerary 
—Bismarck Expected to Accompany Him, 

Bertin, Aug. 6.—Emperor William's 
monarchical itinerary since his interview 
with Prince Bismarck at Friedericksort has 
been modified in most important directions. 
It was supposed that the Emperor, in ac- 
cordance with a family arrangement, would 
pay his respects to the Queen of England 
during her projected stay at Baden. The 
Queen, however, intimated through the 
German embassy at London that she did 
not intend to go to Baden or any other 
place on the continent. Yesterday a formal 
note was sént by Prince Bismarck through 
the English ts An y asking that tho Queen 
receive Emperor William who, the note 
states, intonded to visit England. If the 
p'aus of Prince Bismarck are executed the 
Kmperor will arrive in London in November 
during the session of Parliament. Under 
the circumstances His Majesty's visiv to 
England will be a state and not a family 
affair and the Qneen must mect him either 
in London or Windsor. Foreign Office 
oflicials believe that Prince Bismarck intends 
to accompany Emperor William to England, 
for the purpose of conferring with the Queen 
on affairs relating to the late Emperor 
Frederick. 

Nothing is settled segarding the Emperor's 
proposed interview with King Humbert. 
Dr, von Schlotzer arrived at Frederickshrue 
to-day, bringing, it is surmised, the Papal 
ultimatum. The Pope has been asked, i 
the Emperor goes to the Vatican and re- 
mains as the guest of the Pope for a day 
prior to his reception at the Quirinal, 
whether he will withdraw his objections, 
Mer. Galimberti is understood to have re- 
plied that the Pope must maintain his tem- 
poral rights. ‘The nuncio continues to urge 
the Emperor to forego his visit to King 
Humbert unless the mocting takes place at 
Milau or Turin. 

Communications are passing between 
Prince Bismarck and Signor Crispi, the Ital- 
ian Prime Minister, on the subject of the 
marriage of the Duke of Aosta with the 
daughter of Prince Napoleon. The French 
Monarchists expect that the alliance will di- 
vert Italy from Germany and assist in resus- 
citating ~Bonapartism.

A STREET CAR TIE*UP, 


Great Excitement at Greenpoint, L1,— 


Rioting Amonc the Strikers, 


Greenport, LL, Aug. 5.—Not since the 
greav sugar house strike and riots two years 
ago has there been so much excitement in 
this place as has prevailed since 7 o'clock 
this morning. The streets have been crowd 
ed with men, women and children hooting 
and yolling while the striking employes of 
the Cross-town Railroad Co pany lie’ e en- 
gaged in rioting and in barricading streets 
to prevent the running of cars. The causo 
of the excitement was a tic-up on the three 
lines controlled by the Cross-town Railroad 
Company, the Hunter's Point and Erie 
Basin, Calvary Cemetery and Oaklands- 
street and Park-avenue, The tie-up was 
entirely unexpected by the officers of the 
road. ‘The causes which led to the sudden 
movement of the men are said to be the dis- 
charge of certain employes upon frivolous 
charges, the importation of green drivers 
under contract and favoritism on the part of 
one of the starters 

Nocar left this end of the routes to-day. 
Six cars were started with ‘‘scab” drivers 
from Erie Basin, and the strikers here upon 
learning by telephone of the fact prepareil 
to stop their progress. A detachment of 
the strikers started off to Diggs-street, near 
the Manhattan Beach crossing, where they 
waited for the appearance of the 
meanwhile placing large blocks of stone anjl 
other heavy obstacles across the tracks. 
About 11 o'clock, car No. 28 crossed the 
bridge over Bushwick Creek and as it came 
in sight the strikers and a large crowd of 
men and women which had followed them 
set up a howl. Some of the men jumped on 
the car and pulled off the driver and the 
conductor, while others cut the traces and 
let the horses go. Tho strikers tried to in- 
duce the driver and conductor to join them 
and on their refusal beat and kicked them. 
A detachment of police from the 7th pro- 
cinct arrived with a patrol wagon at this 
time and made short work of the fighting 
strikers and arrested two of them. 

The car was not moved until after 1 
o'clock, when a fresh team having been tak- 
en up from the stables under a strong police 
guard itwas started for the stables, All 
the way from Greenpoint-avenue to India- 
streot it was greeted with shouts and 
hisses and but for the strong force of police 
it would have been thrown from the track, 

At 2 p.m. the strikers wore holding a ses- 
sion in their hall when word was received 
that car No. 11 was on its way from Grand- 
street under o guard of 20 policeme n. Oc- 
cupants of the cur were hooted all the way 
down Manhattan-Avenuoe, 

In the meantime the Executive Committee 
of Assembly 5173 had issued orders that 
this car must be stopped and thrown from 
the tracks at all hazards and that the coal 
boxes and stone wagons should be plac od 
on the tracks at Huron-street. This order 
waa carried out as the force of policemen 
had bee detachments being 
sent to other points. When the car arrived 
midway between India and Huron-streets 
there were on board, besides half a dozon 
policemen who stood on the platform, several 
ladies but regardless of this fact tho 
strikers made a rush for itas it was brought 
to w atop by a« ouplo of huge stones lying 
across the track. Tho police charged the 
growd with their clubs, and then sticks and 
stones began to fly The driver of the cur 
was knocked senseless on the floor of th« 
car by a large by one of the 
strikers, whieh hit him on the side of the 
head.

ance, we herewith presont Judge Jellett’s 
synopsis corrected in accordance with the 
act passed Jast session, and with details 
which were omitted, supplied, The pro- 
visions of the law are now as follow : 

The only season during which the follow- 
ing game may be hunted, taken or killed is 
as follows : 

Deer—15th October to 20th November. 
Moose, elk, reindeer or caribou may not 
be killed before Oct, 165th, 1895. The 
number of deer which may be killed or tak- 
en alive in any one season, prior tu 1895, is 
limited as follows: One person, 5 ; two 
persons hunting together or from one camp 
or rendezvous, 8 ; three persons,as before, 
12. 

Partridges—1st September to 1st Jan- 
uary. 

Woodcock—l5th August to 1st January. 

Snipe, rail and golden plover—Ist Sep- 
tember to Ist January. 

Ducks of all kinds and all other water- 
fowl—lst September to Ist January. 

Geese—lst September to lst May. 

Hare —lst September to 15th March. 

The above dates are inclusive. 

These may be exposed for sale for fifteen 
days after expiration of time for killing, 
No eggs to be taken or destroyed at any 

time. Notraps, nets or snares, baited lines 
or similar contrivances to be used, These 
may be destroyed hy any person without 
liability, No contrivances described or 
known as batteries, swivel-guns, sunken 
punts or night lights to be used for killing 
wild fowl. 

Fur-bearing animals may bo oniy taken, 
hunted or killed as follows : 

Beaver, mink, muskrat, sable, martin, 
otter or fisher—1lst November to lst May. 
Nor shall any trap or snare or other con- 
trivance be set for them outside this season. 
Nor shall any muskrat house be cut, spear- 
ed, broken or destroyed atany time. Any 
person may destroy such traps, snares, ete., 
80 set, without any liability, 

N. B.—No poison to be used in killing 
the animals named, and no poisoned bait 
to be exposed in any locality where dogs or 
cattle may have access to the same. 

No deer-dog to run at large from the 165th 
November until the 15th October. 

Foreigners must not hunt, take or kill 
deer in Ontario, except as follows: Share- 
holders in an incorporated company, on 
the grounds of such company, or who ob- 
tain from the Commissioner of Crown Lands 
a permit at the cost of $10, and under the 
restrictions above quoted. r 

Deer may not be exported. 

The penalties imposed by the Act are as 
follows: In case of deer, elk, moose, rein- 
deer or caribou, not exceeding $50 or less 
than $5, with costs, for each offence ; birds 
or eggs, $25 to $5; fur-bearing animals, 
$25 to $5 ; other breaches of the Act, $25 
to $5 ; foreigners $20 to $10 ; exceeding 
number of deer, $20 to $10.

{n the courae of the interview an -eminent 
professor of the Free Ohurch joined in the 
conversation, which went pretty much as 
followa : ‘‘How do you estimate the present 
numerical strength of the Presbyterian 
world? ‘*Weare20,000,000strong. That 
is to say, there are 20,000,000 of men, wom- 
en and children who belong as adherents to 
Presbyterian churches, From our last 
numbering of our people we find that there 
are about 23,000 ordained pastora, aud on 
our church rolls there are nearly 4,000,000 
communicants. Estimating five adherents 
to one communicant, and about 800 persons 
in connection with each congegation, that 
brings out the total pretty near 20,000,000,” 

— The Christian at Work says: As a 
rule, Christian ministers are the most sys- 
tematic and liberal givers in the church to 
all benevolent objects. We have known 
pastors living on small salaries, trying to 
educate their children, who give to the con- 
nectional interesta of the church as though 
they were worth thousands of dollars. We 
believe such benefactions are good invest- 
ments. The liberal soul shall be made fat. 
There is that scattereth and yet increaseth, 
The following from the Baltimore Methodist 
is suggestive: The 12,000 itinerant minis- 
tera in the Methodist Episcopal Church are 
said to have contributed last year $100,000 
of the missionary money paid in—or one- 
tenth of the whole million received. This 
is an average of $8.33} each. At the same 
rate the more than 2,000,000 of lay members 
of the church would have contributed a- 
bout $17,000,000 missionary money in one 
year.

The publication of State documents of o 
confidential character through hostile chan- 
nola always excites widespread interest.

It is not 
surprising, therefore, that the publication 
in The Nouvelle Rovue of what purports to 
be a confidential communication addressed 
by Prince Bismarck to Emperor Frederick 
should have attracted much attention in all 
the capitals of Europe. An analysis of the 
paper itself does not, however, justify the 
excitement which has been aroused. ‘There 
is nothing in it which was not a matter of 
common report in Berlin at the time of the 
projected Battenberg marriage. Official 
character has, however, been given to the 
common gossip of the day by the dignified 
tone of the language and the formal style 
of writing. When the wifo of the most 
popular fenilletonist in Berlin eloped a few 
weeks ago with the portly Adonis who 
represents a highly sensational French 
journal, revelations of a startling character, 
in which tho use of the imagination was not 
neglected, were expected, It is only a 
matter of surprise that something more 
astonishing has not been fabricated.

He was called to the bar last January 
and is considered a young man of great 
promise and ability —the flower of the fant: 
ly. Lord Robert ought fo succeed at the 
bar, He has a pleasant nianner and appear- 
ance, is a good speaker and on his mother’s 
side ought to have inherited the legal quali- 
ties of his grandfather, Baron Alderson, 
who was one of England's greatest lawyers. 
Lord Robert will be the first member of the 
aristocracy if he succeeds at the Bar who 
Will have begun his career with the distine- 
tive title of ‘My Lord.” No one, I believe, 
has ever attempted a legal career in such 
circumstance, and I will be curious to hear 
how judges will address the noble lord when 
he is practising before them. 

The Government can hardly feel happy or 
satisfied with the result of the debate on 
the Parnellite Commission. The whole mat- 
ter has been a mistake from the beginning: 
Both parties have placed themselves in a 
difficult position. If the Government had 
been left alone they would probably have 
let the matter drop, but the fecling of the 
Unionist party and the young bloods of the 
Conservatives, who were determined to go 
into the whole subject, was such that they 
could not afford to disregard it, Mr, Par- 
nell never expected that the Government 
would take him at his word and grant ao 
commission, or he would instantly have be- 
gun proceedings, but with a curious mixture 
of audacity and hesitation which character- 
ises all his conduct, he could notbe prevailed 
on to make up his mind to adopt decisive 
steps, The feadbrd of the Liberal party 
were also very vacillating. Had he at once, 
on the passing of the second reading of tho 
bill, announced his intention of bringing an 
action for libel against The Times he would 
have made it impossible for the Government 
to proceed with the bill. The case of The 
Times is undoubtedly very strong, but one 
can easily see that the proprietors would 
have preferred an action for libel to a com- 
mission. 

An attempt to bring off a prize fight at 
Goodwood on Friday morning between two 
promising lightweights Was in a measure 
frustrated by the police, who broke in upon 
the ring after two rounds had been fought, 
But Lord Dudley and Lord Marcus Beres-

Mr. Everts’ Aftneck on the Fisheries Treaty 
The New Vork Sonator Cn

debate was the position of the Democratic 
party. It showed a geographical division as 
woll as a political division. It was that 
noticeable fact that first attracted the atten- 
tion of the American people and that would 
most attract the attention of the people of 
Great Britain, but it would not frighton the 
people of this country and would not deceive 
the people of Great Baitain, The people of 
Great Britain know perfectly well when the 
patriotism of the Amorican people was 
touched there was but one response aon the 
heart of the people at large, Whatever ob- 
scuration, whatever perturbation might bo 
effected by political adhesion or by party 
necessity, the people in their plenary capac- 
ity would judge for the United States and 
not argue for England, 

Mr, Evarts went on to discuss at length 
and with much particularity the details of 
the treaty and the whole history of the fish- 
erles controversy, He declared that the 
syatom of “worrying” was always brought 
into play by Canada and whenever United 
States asserted its fishory right Canada as- 
serted its contravention in order to bring 
the United States to a departure from the 
fishing interests fo the trading and commer- 
cial interests, and that the United States 
had thus been worrietl into the reciprocity 
arrangement in 1854, 

He said that at every stage when the 

Dominion of Canada had undertaken to en- 
force the bay or headlands doctrine the 
British Goyernment had declined to sustain 
it. Canada he said had proceeded on the 
philosophy of Hudibras, not by force of 
carnil reason but of indefatigable reasoning, 
What Canada has always been after was 
reciprocity and free markets, He ridiculed 
the idea of reciprocity between the illimit- 
able market of the United States and the 
stinted consumption of Canada and was re- 
minded by Mr. Gray (Dem., Del.) that 
tinder the Reciprocity Treaty of 1854 the 
balance of trade had os on the.side of the 
United States, that is, the United States 
had sold more to Canada than it had bought 
from Canada. 
He was asked by Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) 
whether he also thought that the United 
States had beon worried and teased into th. 
treaty of 1871 as well as that of 1854, and 
said he was just going to enter on that 
question, 

At this point, howover, on the suggestion 
of Mr, Frye that the day was hot and that 
the Senator had now been speaking over 
two hours, Mr, Evarts ceased speaking and 
postponed the remainder of his speech till 
to-day. 


THE DOMINION'S GREATNESS. 


Alarms a U.S. Scuator—Absorption of One 
Country by the Other Prophesied, 


New York, Aug. 8.—The Herald's Wash- 
ington special says: Senator Cullom feels 
that the time is coming when Canada's pre- 
sence on our northern border will bea stand- 
ing menace to our peace and prosperity. 
The Illinois senator is not an alarmist, nor 
is he at all given to sensationalism, He is 
on the contrary one of the most clear-headed 
and conservative men in public life. But he 
thinks we haye reason to fear Canada’s 
growing greatness, both from a numerical as 
well as a material standpoint, 

‘Tt was for this reason,” said Senator 
Cullom yesterday, “that I introduced ‘my 
resolution on Friday last to investigate and 
report upon the number of railways in this 
country, which are owned or indirectly’con- 
trolled by the Canadian Pacific and Grand 
Trunk Railways. I think when the facts be- 
come known it will surprise some of our 
people to learn how much of the carrying 
trade to this country is diverted from its le- 
gitimate channels through 
agence 1¢8, 

**Already, I am told, nearly fifty per cent 
of the merchandise brought from China and 
Japan to America is carried by a line of sub- 
sidized English steamers to Vancouver 
Island. There itis transferred to the Can 
adian Pacific Railway and carried as far east 
as practical, and then reshipped to its des 
tination by American lines, All this is 
working an injury to our transcontinental 
railways, and it ought to be remedied, 
These steamships Sa atTWhe lines can un 
derbid us, The are subsidized by tho Brit 
ish Government, and if they can divert our 
comnierce from regular channels they pro 
pose to do it until they have driven us out 
ofthe market, when they will remain masters 
of the situation. More than this, their in- 
fluence with certain lines of American rail 
ways moitily, I suppose, because of thei: 
large interest therein, is such that they are 
able to freeze out new enterprises of this 
character, which might otherwise come 
into competition with them. This strikos 

me as carrying their impudence a little too 
far. Itis these and kindred facts which w: 
propose to thoroughly investigate,

‘HIGH SPEED ON RAILWAYS. 


Railway competition in England has taken 
the form of a contest in speod, instead of, 
asin this country, a war of rates, and tho 
result, as detailed by eablo, is highly inter- 
esting and important as showing what high 

_rates of spoed can bo maintained on lincs 
the physical condition of which is of the 
best charactor, 

The competition to which reference 1s 
above made is between the Great Northern 
and the London and Northwestern, on the 
route betwoen Edinburgh and London, For 
many years past the “Flying Scotchman,” 
the Great Northern train from London to 
Edinburgh, has been the fastest train in 
England and the fastest in tho world, They 
used to cover the $94 miles in nine hours. 
The London and Northwestern company, 
whose route is six miles longer, is an active 
competitor for Edinburgh travel, and in 
view of the competition, the Great North- 
ern recently cut its time down to eight 
hours and ahalf. The Northwestern at 
first paid‘ho attention to this, but as the 
Great Northern commenced on August 1 to 
send its express through in eight hours, the 
Northwestern waked up, and on Monday 
began making the trip in the same time. 
The Great Northern runs from King’s Cross 
to Peterborough, 124 miles, without stop- 
ping, but the Northwestern will run from 
London to Crew, 158 miles, without a halt, 
in three hours and five minutes. 

The London and Northwestern at the 
first attempt beat the *‘Flying Scotchman,” 
despite the greater longth of their route, 
their west coast flyer, which left London at 
10 a. m., arriving in Edinburgh at 6:52 p. 
m., eight minutes ahead of the scheduled 
time. 

The description of this wonderful run,as 
furnished by the railway expert of the Lon- 
don Times, is so interesting that we repro- 
duce it herewith : 


The two trains pulled outatthseame moment, 
the “Sootebman’ trom Kioz’s Orves ahd the 
West Coast from Euston. We ovu'd not time 
the rival train, but we were sufficiently interest- 
ed in keeping view of our own iron horse, as 
that capaole animal probably travelled faster 
than any locom tive ever Jid before fora con- 
tinuous run, The engine hada single pair of 
driving wheels 7 feet 6 inches in diameter and 
weighed 27 tons. It burned 24 pounds of coal 
per mile during the run. The tender, loaded, 
weighed 25 tons Behind it were four coaches 
filled with passengers, making a weight of 20 
tons each, or 80tonsin all, We started slowly. 
The run to Tring was up grade, the steops-t 

rtion being a rise of one foot inseventy, This 
istance, 314 miles, was covered in 40 :ninutes. 
Once over the hill the engineer woke up and be- 
gan to show his mettle. The speed was increas 
ed steadily until our nair began to stand on end. 
Telegraph poles began to seem like fence posts 
and the roadside a medley of objects hard to 
distinguish. Mile post after mile post was 
registered at 50 sesonda by our watches, and the 
fifteen miles fro Tring to Blelchley took ex- 
actly 124 minutes, with a speed varying 72 miles 
and as we flew over the flat land, the spirits of 
the partynaturally heightened by the novel ex- 
Verience after the first tendency to hang on to 
something wore off. Rugby, 82} miles from 
Euston, was passed in 92 minutes, snd Tam- 
worth, 110 miles, was’ reached in two hours, 
From Tamworth to Crew took 58 minutca for 
48 miles, and we raninto the latter station at 
12:58, two minutes ahead of the echedule time. 
This run of 158 miles, without » halt, in 2 hours 
58 minutes, is the longest known to avy schedule. 
Water was, of course, taken io from the trabvk. 
We ran into Edinburgh ot 5:52 o'clock, eight 
minutes under the schedule. The 110 miles 
from Carlisle had been covered in 104 minutes 
over a pass 1,015 feet bigh, and this run is simply 
uoprecedented in railroad annals, The entire 
distance covered was 400 miles, and ths actual 
time, excluding stops, was 7 hours and 25 min- 
utes, an average of 53 53 89 miles perhour, We 
had beaten the Flying Sootchmian seven tninutes 
in time and six miles in distance. 


The Great Northorn will now, it is stated, 
cut the time down to 74 hours, which will 
give a speed of 524 milos por hour, includ- 
ing stoppages, or 14 miles per hour faster 
than the West Coast flyer, or—allowing 30 
minutes for stoppages, 56) miles per hour 
running time. This isa rate of speed which 
is phenomenal and far in excess of anything 
heretofore obtained by regular trains on a 
journey of the same length. 
with the fastest train on this continent, 
namely, that on the Pennsylvania railway 
from Fort Wayne to Chicago, it beats it by 
12 miles in distance and 1h. 85m. in time.

Mr. Darrach Looking up Evidence at Mon- 
treal to Vindlente His Sister, 

MontrReAL, Aug. 8.—Mr. John Darrach 
of New York, brother of Mrs. Arthur Ward, 
whose husband has given notice that he will 
apply to the Parliament of Canada at its 
next session for a divorce on the ground of 
adyltery, desertion and other charges, is in 
the city looking after his sister's interests, 
This case, which bas been disinterred after 
three years, has been sent broadcast over 
the whole continent, it being stated that 
Mrs. Ward had been arrested, charged with 
attempting to poison her husband. — 

Mrs. Ward (Miss Darrach) is at present 
engaged in New York as a telegraph opera- 
tor, in an establishment where her brother 
is also similarly engaged. When this sub- 
ject was again brought before the public it 
was feared that it might militate against 
the lady’s prospects in her new sphere. 
Moreover it is claimed by the lady’s friends 
that the story was and still is unfounded 
and that the different accusations brought 
forward are untrue. 

In order to set the matter completely at 
rest Mr. Darrach came on to Montreal. 
He had an engagement this morning to meet 
Mr. Douclos, Deputy [Clerk of the Crown, 
when the latter was to furnish him with an 
official certificate to the offect that no arrest 
had over be en made in the case and that no 
accusation had ever been formulated against 
hia sister. Armed with this certificate Mr. 
Darrach will return to New York and take 
whatever steps he may deem necessary to 
vindicate his sister's honor.

Two sisters have taken the 
post boat into Aran for many yoars past, 
their father, John Nancy, being now old 
and infirm. The beetling cliffs and echoing 
caves of this dangerous coast hayw a weira 
charm of their own, and the simple people 
born within the sound of the Atlautic surges 
cling with a surprising tenacity to their 
thatched and roped cottages, sheltered ha 

hind huge round: backed rocks, in the hol- 
lows of which they grow their patches of 
potatoes and stunted oats and barley. The 
number of these dwellings, starting up outof 
what from afarlooke like a stony desert, voth 
by the sea and for miles inland, is startling to 
us who reflect on the possibilities of subsiat- 
ence afforded by this eo called land. The un- 
failing bog affords ample food, itis true, and 
the potato crop, when as good as now, will 
lust throughout the winter. In a good rea- 
son such as this, the oats have a chance of 
getting stacked before the equinoctial gales 
begin to blow. Well it would be if these 
oats, ground into meal, might form a larger 
part of the staple food of Donegal, Strong 
tea, boiled in the ‘wee pot” beside the turf 
embers, with baker's bread, have now taken 
the place of the wholesome, bone makiog 
porridge on which the canny Scot still lives, 
To buy groceries money is needed, and we 
wonder how this can be earned Kere. Kelp, 
or seaweed, burning used to bring them 
money; and this year, too, thin pillars 
of blue smoke are rising all round by the 
sea, showing, let us hope, that trade in 
iodine is brisk. The fishing ought to be a 
fruitful source of prosperity to the Rosses, 
Dut on this subject a resident writes in 
1884 as follows :—‘*To the north of Aran 

more, stretching away to the north-west of 
Tory, there is a fishing bank, where all 
kinds of fish might bs caught every day in 
the year with suitable boats and year. In 
very fine weather our small craft often go 
out from four to six miles off Aran Heads, 
Next Gay they all come back laden, and 
after such a take all the other boats in the 
neighborhood will go out. It may be that 
a breeza springs up, the sea rises in a good 
catch, then all have to run home for shel 
ter. Large, well fitted fishing smacks 
could stay out there for days, and make 
plenty of money, too; but facilities for 
transit and sale of fish there are none.’’—

In its winged state the seventeen year 
old looust-is of a black color, with trans- 
parent wings and wing covers, the thick

are red, the rings of tho body are edged 
with dull orange, and the legs are of the 
samecolor. The wings expand from two 
and one-half to three and one-quarter 
inches 

In its many years of underground life 
this insect does more or less damage by 
feeding upon the roots of plants, but its 
manifest injury is when in the perfect 
state the female deposits her eggs in the 
twigs of fruit and other trees, where 
punctured limbs, as arule, languish and 
die soon after the eggs are hatched. The 
eggsure of a white color, about one-twelfth 
of an inch long and taper at each end.

Vithin a fortnight after their final 
transformation the females begin to lay 
their eggs, and in six weeks the whole 
generation ‘becomes extinct. Such are in 
brief the general habits of this remark- 
nble insect, which passes seventeen years 
of its life in the soil and at stated periods 
appears for a short time to life above 
ground. 


Of Interest to Dairymen. 


By an act passed by the New York leg- 


islattre and approved by the governor, | 


the dairy commissioner is directed to em 
ploy expert butter and cheese makers, 
not exceeding five in number, whose duty 
it shall be, under his directions, to exam 
ine and inspect butter and cheese factor- 
jes and the methods employed therein, 
and attend at such agricnitural fairs, in- 
stitutes, meetings and conventions within 
the state as shall be designated by the 
commissioner, to impart thereat informa- 
tion as to the best methods of making 
butter and cheese. Five thousand dol- 
lars have been appropriated for the pur- 
pose. On or before Dec. 15 next the com- 
missioner must report the number of 
experts employed under the act, together 
with their compensation and expenses, 
and must include the whole in his annual 
report. Another appropriation of $2,500 
has been made to the State Dairy associa- 
tion to be expended in holding a number 
of dairy conferences in various parts of 
the state. to illustrate butter and cheese 


+ making. 


-To Keep Chinch Bugs from a Corn Field. 


A great many remedies and preventives 
against chinch bugs have been suggested 
and published from time to time, the 
most of them emanating from good au- 
thorities, but very generally so difficult 
and impracticable in their iy ete as 
to be of little general use. In their mi- 
gration from one*field to another, at the 
time they first appear on the side of a 
field of gorn and before they have entered 
it, cut five or six rows of the corn and 
clear the ground, then plow a strip of 
land eight or ten feet wide, leaving a deep 
furrow in the center of the strip, with 
the perpendicular side of the furrow to- 
ward the field to .be protected. Into this 
the bugs will fall, where straw may be 
thrown on them and burned. Or the fur- 
row may be covered with some of the 
stalks that have been cut while they were 
green, by laying them across it, when the 
bugs will crawl under them into the fur- 
row and remain there in theshadelong 
enough for the stalks to dry and be 
burned. 


Conclusions About Ensilage,. 

Professor Henry, of the Wisconsin ex- 
periment station, who has been investi- 
gating the silo system, sums up his con- 
clusions somewhat as follows: 1. Even 
though ensilage made from Indian corn 
has no more feeding valuo than the samo 
amount of material dried inte good fod- 
der, the difficulties and expense of curing 
aud caring for the dried fodders are such 
that ordinarily the silo is preferable. 2. 
The usual waste from feeding dry fodder 
is very considerable, while for onsilage it 
need be none at all. 3. Feed can be more 
compactly secured in the silo than in any 
other way. 4. Husking, cribbing and 
grinding corn are useless operations for 
the most part, and are expensive and in a 
measure wasteful; nothing is added to 
the value of the crop by any of these pro- 
cesses. 5, For the northern corn belt 
smaller varieties of corn will give nearly 
or quite as much feeding material as tho 
large varieties, with less labor to handle 
them. Lastly, tho clover crop isa very 
promising candidate for ensilage, and the 
farmer who tries it for tho silo will"be 
well pleased with the results,

STATE-AIDED EMIGRATION. 


Mr, W. Hf, Smith Expinins what the Impert- 
al Government Will Do. 

Lonvon, Aug. 10.—Sir Charles Tupper 
goes to Glasgow to-day to inspect the Cana- 
dian court in the International Exhibition, 
and afterwards proceeds to Skye, visiting 
the principal Crofter distric s to ascertain 
how far this class of emigration, proposals 
concerning which are being pogo upon 
the Imperial Government, is likely to prove 
valdinbts to Canada, 

Mr. W. H, Smith explained in the House 
of Commons to-night an bohalf of the Govern 
meut the course proposed in respect to State 
colonization, “He sdid Natal was the only 
colony which had sent a favorable reply in. 
re pect to the eclieme involving a joint Im- 
perial ahd colonial guarantee of interest on 
money advanced by the public to the 
colonies. Secing the reluctance of the other 
colonies the Govérument was unable to ac- 
cede to the proposal that the Imperial Govern- 
ment should take immediate steps to pro- 
mote emigration on the lines proposed. The 
Government thought it desirable tofirstlearn 
how far success had attend the coloniza- 
tion schemes adopted in Canada and else- 
where. He intended therefore to move in 
the Autumn session for aselect committee to 
enquire into the whole subject, as the mat- 
ter was one of Imperial interest and con- 
corn.

THE BEAVER AND THE EAGLE. 


It is rather a curious but strongly sug 
gestive fact that, whilat the Wimanite or 
gans are crying out in terms of doleful ite- 

ration that our country, from lack of enter: 
prise, large debt, high tariff, commercial 
isolation and other causes, is gomg to the 
dogs and must havo commercial union with 
tho United States, whilst maintainjng its 
tariff against the rest of the world,or perish, 
leading men in the United States are ex- 
pressing opinions the very opposite. Dem- 
ocratic Senators havé congratulated Canada 
in the highest terms on her energy, enter- 
priso and prosperity, and Repablican Sen- 
ators have not only admitted the facts but 
have sought, by resolutions introduced into 
the Senate, not only to curb our enterprise 
in the matter of railway freighting, but to 
ask Great Britain’s consent to annex the 
Dowinion to the ‘great and glorious” Re- 
public. Sas 

These facts are, as we have said, signiti- 
cant, as they show beyond question the in- 
sidious nature of the agitation which, under 
the title of commercial union or unrestrict- 
ed reciprocity, has for its object the sever- 
ance of Canada from the British Empire 
and its annexation to the United States. 

The action of the United States Sena 
tors, and the speeches with which they in- 
troduced their resolutions, must do more 
than any other agency to convince our peo- 
ple ot the falsity of the ‘*blue ruin” utter- 
ances of the Wimanite organs. Those gen- 
tlemen, after attentive study of the situa- 
tion, haye come to the conclusion that the 
industrious beaver has secured advantages

do not interfere, I learn, is selfishness. It is 
amusing to go among the China shops, and 
see the strange commodities offered for 
sale, things that you can’s possibly imagine 
the use of, God bless the Duke of Argyle, 
who invented ecratching posts for cattle, 
but the Chinese have invented a little 
ivory hand with the fingers bent, attached 
to « long flexible haadle, with which to 
scratch themselves, They wear loose gar- 
ments and find this instrument very con 

venient. I have not seen any rats, cats or 
dogs exposed for sale, but 1 believe the 
Chinese ure much like many [ndian, omni- 
vorous. A barber shop ia a queer sight, 
the dexterous way in which with a slender 
piece of steel they will cut out the hairs 
from the ears and nostrils is wonderful, 
they weur their ques wound up in a knot 
onthe top of the head. The wealthy, 
however, allow them to dangle at full 
length, nearly touching che ground. The 
hair is black, apparently coarse, kept in 
very good order. Rich men go about often 
in silk sack coats of all colors, silk panta- 
loons. Only the high cast women havo 
their feet coutracted. The feet of the in- 
fants are plunged in water nearly boiling, 
the tows are then doubled as near the ball 
of the fuot as possible, bandayes applied, 
and ass result tho feet become little elong- 
ated balls, useléss for any purpose but to 


gratify the oyes of the parent and lover.

and the sharp contrast with the vivid green 
of the surrounding foliage is pleasing.

The red wood of 
California is found occasionally, growing 
much larger. Fancy raspberry bushes 18 
feet high! Many of these large trees have 
beautiful fringes or wreaths of ferns grow 

ing from their moss covered trunks, wher 

ever a huge guarled knot allowed an oppor- 
tunity. The long, white trailing moss so 
much admired in Florida descends in grace 
ful festoons, while so tropical and luxurious

The Figaro calls upon the Government to | 
overwhelm the strikers with masses of 
troops, seize the gredins and imbeciles, 
agitators, and in 48 hours put an ond to a 
plaisantrie that positively dishonors Paris 
and lowers the Floquet ministry au des sous 
de rien.

A NAVAL BATTLE. 


Phe Cacard Steamer Samaria Captured by 
a British Craltser, 


Queenstown. Aug. 10.—The British 
squadron off Bantry Bay and Queenstown 
harbor is causing much excitement. The 
fast cruiser Sandfly, 5255 tons burden and 
300 horse power, belonging to the British 
squadron, which escaped from Bantry Bay 
to this harbor, proceeded to sea and, after 
apturing two steamers, sighted the Cunard- 
4 Samaria from Boston with 107 passengers 
on board, about four miles southwest of the | 
hurbor, Immediately the Sandfly dashed at 
full speed after the liner, steaming at the 
cate of twenty-one milesan hour. Attack- 
ing the liner she fired at her repeatedly and 
at length succeeded in capturing the steam- 
ship after a hard engagement, causing great 
excitement among the passengers of the 
liner, who knew nothing of the naval mobili- 
ation, 

The Allan liner Caspian, from Liverpool, 
en route to St. John’s with 200 passengers, 
was also captured off the port, after which 
the Sandfly returned into harbor, and is now 
making preparations for the capture of the 
Brittanic and Nevada, both due off the 
coast from New York.

If there 
had been an element of weakness or of de- 
ception or of disintegration, the book would 
long ago haye fallen to pieces, If there had 
been one loose brick or cracked casement in 
this castellated truth, surely the bombard- 
ment of eight centuries would have discov- 
ered and broken through that imperfection.

Lonpon, Aug. 9.—Lord Salisbury, usually 
the most cautious and even pessimistic in 
his views of foreign affairs, has suddenly be 
come canfident of peace, Tho object, he de 
clared yesterday in tho Mansion House, of 
all the rulors of the world is to secure unin 
terrupted peace. Even Bulgaria promises 
peace, at least so far as external appear 
ances go. Lord Salisbury’s words on this 
ever-burning Bulgarian question are romack- 
able, and many even hint at # new under- 
standing between tho gresg powers. The 
principal statesmen of Europe are beginning 
to think that the best thigg to do with Bul- 
garia is to leave it alone. Hoe answers for 
Kugland, an assurance which will delight 
the suul of Lord Randolph Churchill, who 
indeed may claim Lord Salisbury as a con- 
vert; he answers, though less positively, for 
Germany and Austria. He hopes that thi 
let-alone policy will snit Russia, as ho has 
the right to after M. de Giers’ declaration 
that Russia has washed her bands of Bul- 
garia, though of this Salisbury makes no 
mention. By way of encouraging her to 
persevere in this path of doing nothing, he 
pays & handsome compliment to Russian 
valor aud Russian policy. Hopes, too, 
spring in hig mind from the recent interview 
between the Emperor of Russia and the 
German Emperor, whom Lord: Salisbury 
persists in calling the Emperor of Germany, 
which he is not. His speecn will be hailed 
all over Europe as an assurance against any 
fresh disturbances of the eternal eastern 
question at present. 

One black spot Lord Salisbury left un- 
touched—France, None of the recent 
French news is good, 


and With them the spirit of disorder. Yes- 
terday's performances in Paris are more or 
less disquicting because the riots at Gen, 
Kude's funeral were carried on in remote 
quarters, and ended in no loss of life. 

Paris is seething with reckless discontent, 
It is the attitude of the ministry which is 
reassuring. Floquet has been counted on 
by the communists not as a partisan of dis- 


| order, but as likely to tolerate demonstra- 


tions sure to end in disorder.~ They have 
found out their mistake. The police were 
handled yesterday with as much firmness as 
if Ferry, not Floquet, had been prime mini- 
ster, Troops would have been used if 
wanted. The mob has another much-needed 
lesson to think over. 

France, moreover, is trying to make 
trouble at Massowah, where she has no in- 
terests to protect and no apparent object 
but to thwart Italy.

Maxwell, the murderer of Charles Arthur 
Proiler, teil usleep in his cell at the jail and 
rested quietly until 2 o'clock, He then 
awoke und sat up, looking baggard and fully 
realizing the fate that awaited hin. A ray 
of hope was brought to him by his attorney, 
Joun P. Martin, who received a telegram 
from his partner at Jolicrson City saying 
that the British Minister at Washington 
had sent a telegram to the Governor asking 
arespite. Atan early hour in the morning 
Brooks gave to the press this address: 
TO THE PROPLE OF ENGLAND: 


My English countrymen will doubtless re- 
member the great boasts that have now and 
atall times been made by the American 
people in regard to the fair and just way in 
Wich they treatall people. Iam satistied 
that you are not acquainted with the unlaw 
ful, unjust and unfair way in which I have 
been treated, since you are accustomed in 
England to seo justice administered impar- 
tially in the courts, An examination of the 
courts in my case will show that the prose. 
cution resorted to every unfair means in 
their power—even to crime itself, for they 
procured a check to be forged, had the man 
arrested who presented it, and placed him 
in jail, and afterward the prosecution placed 
him on the witness stand to testify. His 
evidence was a tissue of lies from one end to 
the other. In fact, upon the witness stand, 
he said he would lie as far as he considered 
necessary, and the prosecution said in open 
court that they had paid $50 for said ser- 
vices. This is one specimen of the boasted 
American justice, This is only one of the 
means used by the prosecution and, had I 
time, I coult give you numbers of them, 
The trial has been denounced as a travesty 
on and a miscarriage of justice by the lead- 
ing lawyers here. Proof that one of the 
jurors said he was going on the jury to con- 
vict was presented to tho Governor. The 
British Government interfered and request- 
ed an inquiry, but it was refused by Goy. 
Moorehouse on the ground that he had no 
right to grant it, and upon the fact as tothe 
prejudiced juror, which we laid before the 
Governor, he said that the fact did not 
amount to anything. So I am made to suf- 
fer the penalty of the law without having a 
fair trial as is guaranteed to everyone by 
the state constitution, The prosecution 
states in the papers that the Governor ought 
to disteyard the request of Great Britain on 
he ground that I was an Englishman, and 
that Great Britain had taken no notice of 
the United States interfering in the O'Don- 
acll case tried at the Central Criminal 
Court. Huon M. Brooks. 

A 8.47 Sheriff Harrington preceeded by a 
detail of police, entered the inner yard of 
the jail, and the Sheriff entered Brooks’ 
2ell, where he and Landgraf had been placed 
together, and announced that the final 
moment had arrived. Brooks paled and 
pulled his finger nervously, “His was the 
first death warrant read and he stood up 
and-heard his doom calmly. While his 
arms were being pinioned Brooks bit his 
lower lip and quiped: several times. Land- 
graf received the warrant and pinioning as 
stolidly as a man well could. The proces 
sion to the scaffold was then formed, Father 
Tihan walking between Brooks and Land- 
graf, preceded by Sheriff Harrington and 
his deputies, and followed. by the police, re- 
porters and witnesses, As Brooks passed 
through the inner yard he walked firmly 
but slowly, There was a wonderful change 
from the apparently unconcerned man pull: 
ing a cigarette and the one en route to his 
death. His face looked pinched and drawn 
of ashen hue, and his eyes were swollen, 
He glanced about him piteously, his lips 
twitched and his appearance was calculated 
to awaken the pity of even those who were 
finally convinced, that he ought to die 
Landifraf looked and moyed like a log, with 
a half 7 
There was no time lost in reaching the 
scatlold, which the condemned ascended 
Without assistance, Father Tian read the 
prayers. Brooks was then asked if he had 
anything to say, and in an almost inaudible 
tone responded ‘*No,” Landgraf merely 
shook his head. The black caps wero being 
drawn when Landgraf slipped backward, 
but promptly recovered. There was an 
swfal look of despair on Brooks’ face as the 
cap hid it from view and his knees showed 
yeakening. The nooses were adjusted 
juickly and at 8.56 the drop fell. Land- 
graf never moved nor did a muscle twitch. 
Not so with Brooks; when he fell his 
breast heaved conyulsively and his limbs 
were drawn upward while the spectators 
wore shocked by a stream of Bost pearing 
down the right sidée- of his coat, which was 
ifterwards found to have been caused by a 
cuton the nose inflicted by tho rope in 
some way. Landgrafwas pronounced dead 
in 114 minutes, Brooks’ struggles continued 
or 14 minutes, when he, too, w 4s pronounced 
dead by the attending physicians, Land- 
graf was cut down at 9.12, Brooks at 9.15. 
The bodies were removed to the morgue 
and photographed, after which the post 
mortem was commenced. It was stated by 
the physicians that the neck of each mau 
was broken,

Tho water works system of Belleville are 
eporated and owned by an American firm, 
ot Watertown, New York, Messrs Mu tlsco, 
Hodgkins & Clarke, who are under bonds 
to the city to furnish a tice pressure at all 
times, The water works are a combina 
tion of the **Holly " or direct pressure,and 
the gravitation system. The statio pres- 
sure ia durived from a tower 120 feet high 
and 25 feet diameter, located at the high- 
est point in the city and containing nearly 
500,000 gallons when full. This furnishes 
a pressure of 80 lbs in the city, and it is 
the intention of Messrs. M. H. & O. to 
put in at once an electrically actuated valve 
by means of whieh the direct pressure 
from the pumps can be instantly put upon 
the mains, At present the engineer at the 
water works is notified by telephone when 
direct presaure is required,

It killed in from 
fifteen to thirty seconds in every case, The 
strongest dog fell over on his side in twelve 
seconds, and afterward made only a few con- 
vulsive movements, The poisoning was done 
in the yard in the rear of the pound after 
two of the attendants were nearly prostrated 
by the fumes of the acid indoors Hardly a 
dozen: of the 300 dogs impounded showed in- 
dications of good blood. Among those slain 
were a pug, @ black setter and a pure bred 
pointer, which was emaciated and evidently 
broken down in health. He took his poison 
without a struggle, licked his chops as 
though he liked the flavor, and in six seconds 
foll over and convulsively moved his legs. 
In seventeen seconds he was motionless and 
dead.—New York Sun.

Touching Bulgarin to be Carried ont—The

Bervrs, Aug. 13,—I* is stated on reliable 
authority that Russia adheres to her original 

rogram of ousting Prince Ferdinand from 
3ulgaria, excluding Prince Alexander and 
sending o Russian commissioner to restore 
diplomatic relations without interfering 
with internal aflairs, preliminary to allowing 
the Bulgarians to elect any prince they 
think fit provided he be legally elected and 
a member of the Orthodox Church. 

Herr Von Schloezer, German representa- 
tive at the Vatican, has had several long 
interviews with Prince Bismarck during the 
week. ‘Lhe result of these conferences has 
not becui.ue known, though there are rumors 
that they have caused a hesitancy in com- 
pleting the plans in the Kuiser's visit to 
Italy. It is stated in some quarters that 
the Kaiser's proposed visit has been aban- 
doned but this is untrue. The Italian 
Government is arranging railway excursions 
from all parts of Italy in order to bring 
together a large concourse of people at the 
demonstrations in honor of the royal visitor, 
and other preparations are being made for 
his entertainment including public fetes, a 
naval review, ctc, It is stated that the 
Kaiser's visit will cover six days, 

The Empress and the young Prince are 
progressing fayorably.

THE BIG RAFT ENDSITS TRIP. 


Crowds Watch It from the Shore and Brook+ 
lyn Bridge, 

New York, Aug. 13.—From Hell Gate 
to the Battery, all the water front was on 
the watch Saturday morning for the appear- 
ance of the great Joygins-leary raft from 
Nova Scotia. She lay anchored all night 
olf College Point, and at the break of day 
her crew and those on the tug id for 
the final trip through Hell Gate, With day 
break came scores of boats of all descrip- 
tions from the surrounding shores, filled 
with people anxious to inspect tho great 
mass of floating logs. 

No such forest of lumber had ever passed 
through Hell Gate. If the 3,000,000 Feat of 
spruce timber wore packed in schooners for 
shipment it would have loaded ao fleet of 
fifty vessels. By 10 o'clock the tide had 
risen and three tugs had arrived from the 
city to lend hand in steering the big cigar. 
shaped craft to its haven. ‘The Boston tug 
Uniarwriter; which helped to bring the raft 
from Joggins, took a line off the bow and 
led the fleet, and the Ocean King, the Un- 
derwriter’s consort, stuck her prow into the 
stern of the raft, and the procession began. 

At first they moved slowly and with great 
caution, but the affair soon became a trium- 
phant procession, and they steamed with 
greater confidence. A slight ebb tide push- 
ed against and helped to hold back and 
steer the big craft. 

It was noon when Flood Rock was reach- 
ed and the craft entered Hell Gate. Two 
more tugs were at hand and made fast to 
the floatiug forest. With this escort she 
moved easily past the dangerous points, 
holding well to the west shore. Flags were 
flying from all the tugs, and a Union Jack 
and an American flag were floating in the 
light breeze fore and aft from the spars of 
the raft itself. 

The big chained forest was towed down 
the East River, under the Brooklyn Bridge, 
where crowds cheered jt, around the Buttery 
toward Bedlow’s Island, and then into the 
Erie Basin, where it was safely moored.

The Apple Season of 1888.9, 

The apple season of 1888 9 has now fuir- 
ly sot in, the receipts in this city since our 
last report being abont 1,800 bbls, which 
sold at from $2.25 to $350 per bbl, the 
bulk at $3.00. One or two cars of Maiden 
Blush from Kentucky were eold at $275 
per bbl anda lot of 40 bbls of Canadian 
Harvest was disposed of at $225. A few 
lots of green trash from Chicago sold at 
$1.50 to $2.00 per bbl. A few Duchess have 
arrived from the Evstern Townships and 
brought from $3 to $3.50 per bbl. A good 
many early Canadian varieties in baskets 
have been received, sales of which have 
transpired at 30cts. per basket. From the 
reports of several of our leading apple deal- 
ers and shippers, we gather that a Jarge 
crop of good quality is promised in the 
principal sectiona of Outario, Reports 
have also bean received from Michigan and 
New York State, to the effect that an 
abundant crop is expected. There is no 
doubt, however, that the English crop 
will be poor and that large quuatities will 
be required from this side to meet the de- 
mand, Already orders have been received 
in this civy from English houses for large 
lines of winter varieties,but it is as yet too 
early to fix prices on late fruit. Advices 
from Liverpool stute that the market there 
is well supplied from Oporto and Lisbon, 
and that sales at Oporto were made at 7s 
34 to 9s 6d per case, fancy stock selling at 
10s to 13s 6d per case.—Trade Bulletin,

Lonpox, Aug. 13.—Mr. Chunberlain’s 
roply to Mr Parnell’s recent letter 
is pubtishod this morning Mr 


Chamborlain says: '* Prossure of work pre: 
vented my replying to Mr. Parnell earlior. 
[ find difficulty in ascertaining what is now 
tho issue betweeng us. Previouseto: the 
appearance of his Yottor I understood that 
he denied that Mr. O'Shea had any authority 
to represent hia views, and that bo repu- 
diated all responsibility for the scnome of 4 
National Council submitted to me by Mr, 
O'Shea. Now I gather that what Mr. Par 
nell intended to repudiate was all cognizance 
or approval of what he calls my plan, ‘This 
plan was really a suggestion contained in o 
short paragraph of a confidential letter 
addressed to an old personal acquaintance, 
and since, with My permission, shown to o 
fow gentlomon in Ireland. ‘Tho idea was 
never worked outin detail nor discussedwith 
Mr. O'Shea. I consequently am quite ready 
to admit Mr, Parnoll’s disclaimer of any 
assent to it.” 

Mr. Chamberlain proceeds to state that 
“the scheme attributed to Mr. Parnell, ap 
pended to this letter, was the subject of 
conversation with Mr, O'Shea from the. end 
of Nov., 1884. Lé was brought to me in 
writing by Mr, O'Shea on Jan. 18, 1885. 
Mr, Parnell’s letters prove his author ship 
andalso that Mr. O'Shea was a confiden: 
tial expnont of his views at the time. These 
po hoowevor, are not disputed in Mr, 
arnell’s lette to The Times. The corres 
pondenze also corroborates Mr. Parnell’s 
statenont that he dil not intend the pro- 
posul as a substite for un Irish Parliament, 

“T understood the proposal was offered as 
an acceptable #ettlemont. Though I felt 
that no statement made even by Mr, -Par- 
nell could bind the Irish people in future 
and though I believed then as now that a 
large and safe extension of local government 
would remove all practical grievances, The 
whole subject was fully discussed with my 
colleagues and was not finally rejected till 
May 9, 1885, whena new goverument wa s 
formed, I tried to learn whether Mr. Par: 
noll adhered to his proposal. 

“Tn the middle of July Mr. O'Shea inform: 
ed me that in view of the altered state ol 
affairs and Lord Carnaryon’s specch Mr, Pax 
nell doubted the nolicy of encumbering the 
Irish question wih a fargar extension of 
local governmeut to Ireland than to ng- 
land. Upon this point I don't think there 
is any conflict in the testimony of inysell 
and Mr. Parnell, The question “of the re- 
nowal of the Crimes Act was discussed 
simultaneously with the foregoing. In 
the spring of 1885 Mr, O'Shea brought 
me Mr. Parnell’s revised Coercion 
Act of 1882, TI find on an inspection of the 
document that the following clauses romain 
4s constituting the bill, Mr, Parnell had 
no serious objection to the then clauses 4 
and 5, the first being altered by the trans 
fer from clause 1 of the definition of offence 
—excluding, however, treason and treason 
felony. These are the Special jury clauses ; 
clause 6, change of venue 
clause ; clauses 15 and 17, private enquiries ; 
clauses 19 and 20, competisation for murder 
and injuries to be levied on the district in 
which the offences are committed : clause 
24, omitting the first sub-section ; clause 29, 
clatise 30, omitting the first 3 sub-sections, 
clause 31, clause 35 with an inconsequential 
omission ; clause 36, clause 37 with an 
amendment limiting the duration of the Act 
to one year.” 

Mr. Chamberlain Says that in the course 
of subsequent conversations he told Mr, 
O'Shea he was of the opinion that no Goy 
ernment could dispense with some provisior 
against boycotting and intimidation. Thi 
point was much discussed, “I understood 
that if the Act was limited to a year, Mr, 
Parnell would consent to more stringent

provisions than if extended to three 
years. I therefore pressed this  lim- 
itation strongly upon the — othe 


members of the Government. In conclusior 
I may say that neither at this time nor sub 
sequently has it appeared to me that there 
was anything in these communications ol 
which Mr, Parnell has cause to be ashamed 
I believed then that he was sincerely anxious 
to see the end of the dangerous agitatior 
that had so long distracted Ireland. It wat 
with this object that I understood him te 
Propose & compromise between the views o} 
the separatist party and the existing syster 
and I readily accepted the statement made 
to me of his attitude 48 entirely consistent 
with whatI knew of it myself, especially with 
his offer to Mr. Gladstone after the Phoenix 
park murders to return from Parliainent 
and abandon politics, I have always cuter 
tained the conviction that one of the most 
serious difficulties in the government oj 
Ireland has been the isolation of the Castle 
and the want of a confidential interchange 
of opinion between the Parnellites and the 
Government and I must express my great 
regret that this difficulty has been rather 
increased than diminished by the experience 
of myself and others who have in recent 
years endeavored to overcome it.”

at Kingston, light wind, lolanthe won by 
19m, 22s. [n 1888 at Bellevilfe, light wind, 
lolanthe had gained nearly 6m. on firat half 
of course, but ran into a calm streak, when 
Merle passed her and gota lead of lbm., 
which lolanthe cut down by 7m. in sailing 
7 miles, If the breezo had favored both 
equally, Iolanthe would have won by 20m. 
ormore, At Oswego, light wind and heavy 
sea, Merle won on the merits by 8m. 37s, 
At Rochester, moderate wind and little 
swell, lolanthe won by 3s. In this race 
folanthe, after working right away from 
Merle, which she led by nearly 10m. on 
first quarter of the course, parted a topmast 
shroud and was behind, in consequence, 
when the last half of the course was entered 
upon, Damages were not fully repaired 
until she was Om. to the bad.

PLANS FOR THE QUEEN'S VISIT TO 
SCOTLAND, 


The Ginsgow Exhibitian—Vearla and Di - 
mounds at the Maoston House Banguet 
ATE Of Gossip About Cannon Eiddon to 
be Taken with a Grain of Salt. 

Lonpboy, Aug. 14. —The Queen has finally 
decided to travel to Scotlund next week by 
land, although, IT have already stated, 
the royal yacht Victoriaand Albort is going 
round from the to the Clyde, and 
several mombers of the royal party will be 
conveyed to hor and remain ou board during 
Her Majesty's stay at Blythswood, The 
Queon will pay a stato visit to Glasgow on 
Wednesday afternoon, travelling be rail 
from Renfrew to St. Enoch’s station, 
Her Majosty will first inaugurate the new 
municipal buildings, when she will receive 
an addross from the corporation, enclosed 
ea artibegs | ovscs ( hon the royal 
party will proceed to the exhibition, where 
the ceromonies ure to be of a very elaborate 
character, beginning with a procession to 
the grand hall, where the Queen, standing 


as 


Solent 


on oa dais, is to receive an address 
from’ the Kxecutive Council, of which 
Sir Archibald Campbell, her host at 


Blythswood, is president, and the jeweled 
badge from the Lord Provost as a souvenir 
of the lay. The Glasgow Choral Union will 
sing the national anthem and a special ode 
of welcome. Her Majesty will afterward 
visit several of the galleries and then 
return in procession to “the principal cn- 
trance, 

Half a-million more visits haye beon paid 
to thé Glasgow exhibition already than to 
the highly successful Manchester exhibition 
of last year during the same period—the 
first three months. Nevertheless, con 
siderable less money has been taken, The 
receipts are over £20,000 short of the 
Manchester standard, The reason is that 
the canny Scot proyides himself freely with 
séason tickets and uses them carly aud 
often. Naturally the half,crown «days have 
been a complete failure and have been 
abolished. 

The accuracy of my statements about 
the. yoluminous diaries of Emperor 
Frederick is confirmed. All the  vol- 
utes devoted to political and military com- 
ments have been given up by the Dowager 
Kmpress to the Government, She retains 
all those which relate to private affaira us 
well as the whole of her husband's corres- 
pondence, and designs at a-future time to 
publish what she pleases, there being on im- 
plied understanding that nothing shall ap- 
pear to which the Emperor or his ministers 
could reasonably take exception. Prince 
Bismarck has acted as the honest broker in 
bringing about this arrrangement, and has 
been untiring in his efforts to arrange o 
modus yivendi with the Empress, 

The session, which has been productive of 
only one large measure and singularly bar- 
ren of interest, has not brought forward 
among the rank and file of the House of 
Commons any man of more than average 
ability. None of the young members dis- 
tinguished themselves, though they have 
had opportunities. This year the muzzled 
Ciceros, as the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
called them at the Guildhall banquet Last 
August, have been unmuzzled, but have 
not distinguished themselyes. Only . two 
men have increased their reputation; both 
Cabinet Ministers. 

The suspension of the ugual rule as to the 
duration of the Wednesday sitting at West- 
minster somewhat interfered with the suc- 
cess of the ministerial banquet at the Man- 
sion House. Although Lord Salisbury ar, 
rived so carly as almost to escape observa- 
tion, Mr. Goschen and Mr. Balfour did not 
come till long after dinner was begun. ‘The 
gathering, nevertheless, wasvery successful. 
‘Whe mistress of the robes in black velvet 
wore quite enough diamonds to console the 
city for the absence. of, Baroness Henry de 
Worms. Lady Ermintrude Malet’s strings’ 
of pearls were almost as magnificent as Lady 
Knutsford’s blue gold brocade. The Lord 
Chancellor gazed in rapt admiration ata 
bust of the Premier enthroned on’ the high 
altar among palms and lilies; Lord Gransby, 
im excollent spirits, was accompanied by his 
wife in black und diamonds; George Curson, 
if scarlet, communicatee thd latest political 
news to Lady Brooke, und during the long 
wait before dinner Mr. Buckle held o 
whispered conference with Lord Cran- 
bourne. ; 

It is curious that the greatest of living 
English preachers has not been raised to the 
Episcopal bench. Though a high church- 
man, he is not so strongly pronotnced a 
a ritualist as to disqualify him, but, indeed, 
possesses nearly all the qualities of intellect 
and learning to single him out for such o 
position. He is beloved and revered by his 
many friends in all kinds of life. The 
bishopric of Salisbury was.said to have been 
offeret him by Lord Salisbury and refused, 
but I lave’ good reason to knoiv it never 
was. The ditficulty in proposing the ap- 
pontens of Canon Liddon to the bishopric 
has alWays arisen with the Queen, with 
whom he is not popular, The reason as- 
signed for his not being liked -by Her Ma- 
jesty is that on one occasion when he 
preached before her she was very much dis- 
pi ased at his style. Canon Liddon framed 
1is style on that of the great French preach- 
er, and as Massillon when preaching \before 
Louis XLV. addressed the king as “sir,” so 
Canon Liddon in his sermon addressed the 
Queen as “madam.” The ‘Queen, cither 
from ignorance-or ‘forgétfulness of the au- 
thority on which he based his sermon, was 
very inuch shocked and annoyed, and ox- 
preaved herself in no measured terms. 
Canon Liddon never siiee has been com- 
mended to preach before her,

Mercenary Spirit of Today. 

I do not ask that men of wealth shall give 
more money to the chufeh, which is often 
stronger when it is poor than when it is 
rich; nor to tho poor ald thriftless, whom 
unearned money only kéeps in poverty, I 
urge that the power to méke money, like any 
other power, is a trust bestowed on the pos- 
sessor for humanity. Tho preacher who 
preaches for his salary, Sot for the spiritual 
well being of his parishioners, is a mer- 
cenary; the physician who practices for his 
foes, not to cure the sick, Js a mercenary; the 
lawyer who pleads for bis honorarium, not 
for justice, is a merceriary; the politician 
who enacts laws for whab he can make, not 
for the community, is a Mercenary; no less 
the manufacturer, the mérchanbt, the trader, 
the man on 'change, who transacts his busi- 
ness to mako money, not to give the com- 
munity its meat in dug season, is a mer- 
cenary. 

in the history of Ineteenth century 
the doctrine that wealth isa trust must stand 
by the side of the doctrine that labor is an 
honor and liberty is an obedience, The ma- 
terlalism that threatens the American church 
is not the materialism of Herbert Spencer.

In the country wo have had a « 
change of weather, A soaking rain has fall- 
on and the thermomoter has dropped about 
30 degrees. This must mako a tine growth 
of aftermath wad will chock the shrinkage 
of milk. In any event, adroughtin August 
has a very difforent result from one in June 
or July. The early drought comes before 
there is any corn or soiling crop to feed in 
place of tho grass ; but in August thoro is 
plency of greon corn, and the flow can be 
kept up, even though the pastures do get 
prematurely dry. 

Wo have referred to tho heavy moke of 
cheese in Eogland. In addition to this, 
there are larger stocks held back in Canada 
than ever were known at this time of year, 
A regular blocking game has been played 
by Canadian buyers, and with a good deal 
of success. The prices offered and paid for 
small amounts of cheese, two or three lots, 
perhaps, were higher than other factories 
could get, and the latter would not sell in 
consequence ; 80 the cheese has beon held 
back until accumulations aro growing 
large. In central New York we are sold 
down about as close as usual, and there is 
not much more stock to be marketed than 
there ought to be. Northern New York 
has had a considerable drought, and it has 
probably affected the production and made 
i¢ sinaller. But that very fact has induced 
salesmen to hold back their stock, in the 
hope thatthey might get better prices. We 
are told that Lewis county has atill many 
June cheese unsold in the factories. The 
western combination are understood to be 
fairly sold up, but last week they all went 
into cold storage in New York. The gen- 
eral outlook, therefore, is that a big make 
of cheese, much of which is unsold, will 
have one or two results, It will. either 
cause a drop in prices, to enable the sum- 
mer stock to be marketed, or it will koep 
down tho prices for fall stock to an uncom 
fortably low limit. It would evidently be 
better to drop prices now and dispose of the 
cheese already in hand—boetter for salesmen 
as well as for dealers. Following is our 
usual table of quotations :

LAURIBR IN HALTON. 


On Monday Mr, Laurier, the temporary 
leader of the Grit party, addressed a pub- 
lio meeting in Halton, in which county an 
election to the Commons is pending. Itis 
hardly neceasary tosay that Mr. Laurier did 
nottrot out the ghost of Louis Riel ordisplay 
his oratorical musket as h® would have 
done in one of the French counties of Que- 
bec, or in Essex or Prescott in Ontario. 
On the contrary, he posed as a Loyalist 
and pledged himself on behalf of the Grit 
party that they would all be loyal in case 
of the adoption of continental free trade— 
a pretty promise from such a source—a 
promise which would no doubt be redeem- 
ed to Mr. Laurier's satisfaction were Brit- 
ish rule and British institutions subverted 
in the Dominion. Mr. Laurier may rest 

; assured, however, that he will not be call 

ed upon to assume the responsibility which 
he appears to be so ready to assume and 
which would sit so lightly on his con- 
science, 

Mr, Laurier’s principal object was to 
boom the ‘‘unrestricted reciprocity ’’ fad, 
but it is evident, from the labored effort 
which he made to fasten the charge of dis- 
loyalty upon the supporters of the Nation- 
al Policy, that he is fully aware of the dis- 
loyalty of the policy of discrimination in 
favor of the United States and against the 
mother country, of which he is the adyo- 
cate. On this point he said, as reported 
by the Globe:

Well, I ne 
ver thought t very loyal to England to adopt 
the National Policy, which was calculated to 
eXclude British manufactures ffom our own ter- 
ritory. ButI speak my own mind upon this 
also, Ido not blame the Conservatives for hay- 
ing acted that way. I believe that loyalty, like 
charity, begins at home —(laughter), and it they 
believed that it was in the interest of Canadians 
generally that the National Policy +hould be put 
upon the statute book, they did iight to act as 
they did. But now they ned not be so very 
sensitive after having acted towards England as 
they did. 


In asserting thatthe National Policy‘was 
calculated to exclude British goods from 
our own territory,” Mr, Laurier prevaricat- 
ed by stating one of those half truths which 
have all the effect of a falsehood, in order 
to draw a herring across the scent. While 
it is true that the N. P. was designed to 
place the manufacturers of Canada in a con- 
dition to compete successfully with the 
products of the labor of other countries, by 
increasing the import duties on manufae- 
tured, there was nodiscrimination—all were 
treated alike.. Further, the discrimination 
which had existed in favor of the United 
States was lessened by 3 per cent. by the 
placing of duties on articles chiefly import- 
ed from: that country which had previously 
been on the free list. The effect of this 
action was, as pointed out by us in a recent 
article, to increase our imports from Great 
Britain by about five and ahalf millions 
per annum, and to decrease our imports 
from the United States by over six millions 
per year. 

Such has been the effect of the N. P 
which Mr. Laurier professes to have 
thought anything but loyal towards tho 
mother country. But how does this very 
loyal gentleman propose to demonstrate 
his loyalty? By throwing off all duties on 
importations from the United States, whilst 
retaining our tariff against Great Britain, 
in face of the declaration of the British 
Government through the mouth of Mr. 
Chamberlain, that such discrimination 
would cause the severance of the Dominion 
from the mother country. This policy in- 
volves the loss of over seven millions of re- 
venue, an additional million on cattle and 
sheep exported to England, and the des- 
truction of our farmors’ home market, to- 
gether with the imposition of direct taxa- 
tion to the amount of $3 per head on all 
the people of the Dominion to make up the 
loas of revenue, 

Such is the programme of the Grit party. 
Mr, Laurier predicts its success at the noxt 
general eleetion, but if then why not now ? 
Why is it that the Grits who have espous- 
ed this fad have, with some two exceptions, 
been defeated at the polls, and that 
Halton and Colchester will not adopt it? 
Mr. Laurier may flatter himself with prog- 
nostications of success that tin the far off

A 
paper entitled * Retrospect of the Progress of 
Medicine Curative and Preventive from 1828 
to 1888, or a Raview of a Lifetime” was de- 
livered by Dr. C, W. Covernton of Toronto, 

Dr, H, P. Yeomana of Mt. Forest read a 
paper on “Sanitary Supervision of Schools.” 

At the evening session David B. Dick, ar- 
chilect, sont his paper to be read as he was 
unable to be presenthimself, The subject was 
‘Points to be Observed in Constructing a 
Healthy House.” 

Chas. N, Heartt, M. D.. of Minnesotu spoke 
for some time on ** Practical Sugyestious on 
International and Interstate Corporation for 
the Preveution of Disease and for Stamping 
out Epidemics.” 

Dr. J. J. Cassiday of Toronto, read a paper 
on ‘‘How to Prevent Consumption,” afcer 
which discussion followed on all the foregoing 
subjects and also ‘Sanitary Supervision of 
Schools.”

DOMINION COUNCIL, R. T. OF T. 


Annual Session of the Order at 
Hamilton. 

Hamutton, Aug. 14.—The seventh annual 
session of the Dominion Council, Royal 
Templars of Temperance, convened in this 
city to-day, Dominion Councillor Buchanan, 
of Hamilton, presiding. All the members 
of the council were present except Rev. W. 
Kettlewell, of Oakville, and Rev. T. R. 
MeNair, of London. 

The council received the reports of the 
various officers. The report of t oe Domin- 
ion Councillor was exceedingly encouraging, 
showing that the order had made wonderful 
progress during the year, thé increase in 
the various provinces ranging from 65 per 
cent in Manitoba to over 300 per cent in 
Quebec. 

He advised extension of investment in the 
publication department with a view to in- 
creasing the quantity of temperance litera- 
ture. He recommended that the constitu- 
tion be altered so as to make members who 
could not pass the medical examination for 
the second or gelect degree, eligible as 
honorary members, In the beneficiary de- 
partmant the death rate has been only 4 per 
1,000, statistics that show that temperance 
is conducive to longevity. During the 
year $21,000 has been paid out for benefits, 
leaving a net surplus gained during the year 
of $14,000, making a total surplus in the 
beneficiary fund of $25,000,

BUFFALO FULLY AWAKE. 


PROCESSIONS, EXCURSIONS, HORSE 
RACES AND THE BIG FAIR, 


“Vindex" Reviews an Magnatine and 
Toints Oot Many Plensing Prospects. 
Art, Machinery, Horticulture, and @ 


Chapter on Bloyolen. 


[From Our Bpecial Correspondent.) 

Burvaco, Aug. 8.—This city was treated 
to the novel audsomewhat startling spectacle, 
tho other day, of a number of gentlemen 
walking up Main streot: without any trousers 
on They wore stockings which reached from 
their Jow shoes toa point well up on thecalves 
of their Jegs_ Above the tops of their stockings 
their legs were bare, Don't be shocked; they 
wero only patriotic Scotchmen in Highland 
costume, and a very comfortable costume it 
must have been, for tho day was unusually 
warm, Their bright colored kilts and plald 
caps gave thom a picturesque appearance and 
as they were preceded by a band of gonnive 
bag: pipers, they attracted no little attention 
Nothing, I think, shows: the size and coamo- 
politan character of the Queen City so forcibly 
as the different processions which  al- 
inost daily peranjbulate its streets to the 
various public parks and pleasure 

grounds, One day it is a German 
Saengerbund out for an airing; the next it is 
a wonderfully uniformed body of Polish citi- 
izens en route to some picnic ground for the 
celebration of some holiday unknown in the 
American calendar. The charming summer 
climate of Buffalo and ites proximity to Ning- 
ara Falls makes ita favorite place of excur- 
sion for organized bodies from all the towns 
and cities in Northwestern New York, and it 
bas got to bo so now that the sound of a brass 
band on Main street“doesn’t arouse the least 
curlosity or bring a dozen heads to the win- 
dows, pe 

The Scottish parade being unique was ex- 
coptional in this respect, and the athlotic 
Kames which followed at Olymplc Park were 
liberally attended There was the “throwing 
of the bammor,” “the putting of the heayy 
shot,” the “sword dance” and all those hoalth- 
ful sports in which the countrymen of Sir 
ae Scott in whatever clime they livé, de- 

ight. 

What surprises mea good denl in this city 
of parades and processions is the lotbargy of 
the political clubs. The musio of approach- 
iug bands or the gleam of torches coming in 
tho Uistance has fooled me a dozen times into 
the belief that either a Cleveland and Thur- 
™man ora Harrison and Morton procession 
was drawing near. But that is never the 
case, Buffalo doe-n’t seem to be aroused in'a 
political senso, I doubt if there js any city. 
of its size inthe Union in which there is a 
tmaller public display of political banners 
and transparoncies. Just at present the most 
conspicuous'objects along the line of streets 
and avenuesaro the magnificont colored lith- 
ographs which the Buffalo Park association 
has put up by.way of announcement of 
this week's racing, Such a Jayish display of 
costly paper was neyer put on the walls of 
_this city before. Itideed, the race meeting 
here js this year attracting phenomenal in- 
terest, owitig chiefly, I suppose, to the fact 
that those two wonderful antmals, Clingstone 
and Belle Hamlin are to come together for 
the settloment of a Jong disputed score, This 
great contest takes place on Friday, the 10th 
inst., and It is believed that twenty thousand 
visitors will be drawn to the city by this event 
alone, » 

The fifth number of the Buffalo Fair Jour 
pal is just out of press and js an unusually in- 
teresting ‘mngozine, Although ‘it might, I 
supposd, be called a mere bulletin of the ex- 
position, the artistic manner in which it is 
printed and tho bigh class of its literature en- 
titles itto a higher plain in journalism than 
that, A copy of it lies. on ‘my desk before 
me.) It isa sixteen-page magazine printed 
upon calendar paper, profnsely. illustrated 
and neatly bound... From an artistic point of 
viow it Is equal to Harper's Weekly, As it is 
devoted entirely to the International Fair, 
and as this International Fair {s now the one 
soul-absorbing topic in Buffalo 1 cannot per- 
baps do better than give you an Iden of tho 
Journal's contents It will prove a mirror. jn 
which you Can se reflected in advafice many 
of the'atinctions of the exposition. The first 
page contains an admirably executed: full 
length portrait of “Uncle James Keuben,“ the 
oldest living Seneca Indian, and accompany- 
ing the picture are two pages descriptive of 
the Indian exbibit as it will be at the Falr, 
When | tell you that the board of directors, 
baying cbarge of this Indian exbibit, consists 
of the lend chiefs of the Onondaga, 
Seneca, Tuscarora, Onoelda, Cayuga 
and Mohawk nations, and that they 
sre. all working, together to make 
their part of the International Fair a grand 
Buccess, you will be able to form some Idea of 
the magnitude of the Indian department, 
The third, fourth and fifth pugos of the Jour- 
nal are given up tom description, with illus 
trations, of the Fine Arts department, which 
Ihave alrandy described nt some longth in 
previous lclters, The black and white re- 
Froductious in the Journal of oil paintings 
which will adorn the walls of the bandsome 
ort galleries @re admirably dome and are 
works of art in thomselves. Then follows an 
excellent article on the Horticultural features 
of the Exposition, giving promise that the 
display of orchids, and rare palms and ferns 
will bo superior to anything of the kind ever 
seen in this country.

The Kecond Day's Procecidings at the On- 
tarlo Convention, 


Toronto, Aug. 16.—The various sections 
of the Ontario Teadliors’ Association held 
separate sossions yesterday at the Normal 


School for the discusdion of topics portinent 
to the different besa 

The Public School Scction was presided 
over by Mr. A. Vy Barbor of Cobourg. 
Papers were road by Mr, R. Coates of Bur- 
lington, on ‘' Model ‘Schoola;" ancl by Mr. 
McIntosh of Toronto, on ‘*The Profes- 
sional Training of Teachers.” 

The Inspector's sedtion mot in the Lib- 
rary, Mr. Barnes, die President, in the 
chair, Messrs. Campbell, Ballard. Deacon, 
Dearness, and Johnstbn discussed the ques- 
tion of '' Overgrading in Schools.” 

The High School (section was presided 
over by Dr. Millor. [his by Dr. Bicchard 
of Brantford, and Mri P. C. McGro ‘or, of 
Almonte, was adopted: “ That whilet we 
recognize the propricty of a prescribed list 
of text books for Form I and [lof the High 
School course, in the @pinion of this section 
the choice of books required for junior ma- 
triculation with honors, and for senior ma- 
triculation both pass and honors should be 
loft with tho principal of tho school and the 
masters interested.” 

A paper was read on ‘'Tho University 
Curriculum” by Mr. J. Henderson, of St. 
Catharines, in which he criticized soverely 
the’ anomalous regulation relating to the 
courses contained therein, and advocated 
such changes as would tend to impart a 
more thorough educational training. 

At the evening session Dr, Badgely of 
Victoria College read & paper on Dayaholgy 
He confined his remarks to practical sug- 
acer calculated to aid the teaching pro- 
ession in thggnanagement of pupils. 

Mr. W Ottawa’ seconded by Mr. 
Dion C. Sullivan, Toronto, moved a resolu- 
tion to the effect that more Normal School 
accommodation: is urgently needed. The 
discussion waxed warm on the matter, which 
was finally relegated to a committee with 
instructions to report thereon at the next 
annual convention. 

Mr. John Hoskin, Q. G., invited the 
members of the association to spend a few 
hours at his residence *'The Dale,” Rose- 
dale. About one hundred accepted the in- 
vitation, and a most’ pleasant time was 
passod.

BUTTER MAKING 


Description of the Methods 
Employed for Salting Butter. 


Much of the excellence

of butter de 
that for any reason is really inforlor can 


the salting, says Tho New York World, 
that which otherwise might be classed as 
good is often reduced to an inferior grado 
by the manner in which it is treated at 
tho time of salting. A good deal of butter 
is churned to death; that is, the churning 


after the butter has separated from the 
milk that it is pounded into a creamy, 
pasty condition, exactly the opposite of 
What it should be, 

A piece of really good butter, explains 
the authority quoted from, when properly 
salted will, if cut apart with a bright, 
sharp knife, show two clean cut, smooth 
and slightly moist surfaces, without any 
sign of a,;mashing down of the butter 
particles, and none of them should be 
found adhering in a eticrby meses to the 
knife, When a knife is drawn through a 
piece of butter and comes out in such a 
condition that the blade cannot be seen, 
no expert is needed to determine its 
quality. 

The two methods now in vogue for salt- 
ing butter are termed brine salting and 
dry salting, each of which has its adyo- 
cates. Tho former consists in making the 
salt into a solution before it is used, and 
in the latter the solution is made by add- 
ing dry salt to the water that remains in 
the butter after most of the buttermilk has 
been worked out. So far as the result is 
concerned the object of each plan is to 
surround the grains of butter with brine, 
until enough of the solution Is absorbed to 
make them palatable. As the butter 
itself contains about 12 per cent. of water, 
that must be taken into consideration in 
brine salting, otherwise the salting will 
be too light. On the other hand, if more 
dfy salt is used than the water in the 
butter will turn into a solution, the dry 
salting will be in excess and be shown in 
particles of salt undissolved. 

To get,sthe best results from any kind 
of salting the churning should stop when 
the butter has fairly granulated and be- 
fore it has been beaten to a salvy condi- 
tion by the process of gathering. At this 
Stage thé buttermilk should be drawn off 
and the butter be washed with cold water 
or cold, weak brine until it runs off clear, 
when either strong, clear brine may be 
poured on to remain until the mass has 
absdrbed'enongh of the solution, or fine 
dry salt, abont one ounce to the pound, 
be sifted on and be worked in so that it 
will dissolve. After this a light second 
working should be given to clear it of 
any buttermilk that may be drawn out by 
the salt, .

Most of 
the ills that are predictéd by agricultural 
writers for stock bred in aud in are more 
imaginary than real. 

Thegeneral principles of heredity and 
the laws of breeding are subjects of spe- 
cial interest to stockwmen, and ought to be 
studied more carefully and extendedly. 
The only way we may hope to intensif: 
and perpetuate a desired quality with 
reasonable assurance of success is by 
means of in and in breeding. All our 

ominent and most useful and valuable 

reeds of domestic liye stock and poultry 

were molded inthis way, and itis the 
only way fo create new breeds that will 
transmit their personal characteristics 
and excellences to their offspring with 
fidelity. 


Experience with Barbed Wire Fence. 

“Ten years ago, when I first began 
building barbed wire fence,” says J. Ms; 
Stahl, “I was almost afraid to use the 
barbed wire. I got the experience of more 
than a score of farmers who had used 
barbed wire quite extensively, and’ almost 
without exception they contradicted the 
harrowing stories published in the papers 
of animals meeting a lingering death on 
the cruel wires. At first, Iwas careful 
to drive the cattle and lead the horses 
along each piece of new wire fence, allow- 
ing them to nose it. Now the animals 
have become accustomed to wire fence. 
I never had .an animal injured on the 
fence. I know 6f but one animal in my 
neighborhood: that has been injured 
severely on barbed wire® fence; and the 
same night another colt belénging to the 
Same man jumped on the broken off stake 
of ee rail fence and disemboweled 
itself. 


The Demand for Larger Horses. 

Only a few years ago 1,200 to 1,400 
ounds was thought*to be a big horse. 
Yow our grado draft horsés, 1,400 to 1,800 
posness are demanded by the city mar- 
kets, and even heavier horses sell all tho 
better if they can be found. Many of our 
best farmers havergrand teams’ of grado 
draft mares that money cannot buy. 
Every one is worth a fortune for breeding, 
while the amount of work they can per- 
form is astonishing. The farmers all 
want larger horses to work, and are eag- 
érly breeding to increase the size. The 
dealers everywhere’ are actively looking 
for the grade draft horses all over the 
west, and fortunate the farmers and the 
communities where this popular horse is 
found, 


Stall Feeding Beef, 

Wheat bran 1s not a proper ingredient 
ofa ration fer fattening cattle, as it is 
nota fat producing food. Corn méal is 
the best fattening food for cattle. For 
each 1,000 pounds of live weight mix 
twenty pounds of best hay or fodder and 
eight to ten pounds of corn meal. Clover 
hay is the best, but even corn fodder will 
do, or you may give six or eight pounds 
of corn meal, threo pounds of cotton seed 
meal and twenty pounds of hay. An oc- 
casional change ot addition of other food 
promotes appetite and digestion, but cornu 
meal and hay should be the main reliance. 
—Southern ©ultivator.

DEATH WAS AT TH WEDM, 


TERRIBLE COLLISION OF THEGEISER 
AND THINGVALLA, 


The Former Sinks tn Five Mindless and tio 
of the Passcugers and Crow Perish in 
the Atinniec 

New York, Ang. 16.—The steamship 

Wicland, Capt, Albert, from Hamburg Aug 

6, via Havre Aug. 7, with merchandise and 

118 cabin and 455 steotige passengers, re-

yorte Aug. 14, 30 miles south of Sable Is 
Qand at noon, that slid saw the Danish 
steamer Thingvalla, Copehhagan to Now 
York, with signals of distress, Tho Thing 
valla had collided on Aug. 14 at 4.4.m. with 


the steamer Goisor of the same line, from 
Now York Aug. 11, for Copenhagen. — The 
Goiser sank in about fiyo minutes. Tour- 


toon passengers and seventeen of the crew 
and among them Capt, ‘Wollor are saved. 
Soventy-two passongoraand thirty-three of 
the crew were lost. The steamer Wieland 
brought 455 passengers from the ‘Thingvalla 


and those saved froin the Geiser to New 


York, The Vhirgyalla will endeavor to 
reach Halifax. The Wicland is at Hobo- 
ken. * 


The Goiser left thia port on Aug. 11, bound 
for Hettin. The Thingvalla was on lor way 
to thia city and wax advertised to leave hers 
on Aug. 25. A very heavy sea ond a dense 
fog wore experienced through the night and 
early morning of Aug. 14. It is said an object 
could not be distinguished 50 feet away. 

The Thingvalla struck the Geiser on the 


starboard side amidshios,/ the ships then 
parted and within five minutes the 
Geiser sank, The crew of the Thingvalin 


did all they could to save the Geixer's crew 
and passengers, while still in doubt whether 
the Thingvalla was not dangerously disabled, 
but owing to the heavy sea only 31 were 
saved, No other vessel was néar at the tine. 

The Wieland, on hér way to this 
port, was 100 miles away; at 11.80 
o’clook on the morning ot Aug. 14 the Wic- 
land was sighted, Signals of distiess wera 
mado and a transfer of passengers began. The 
Bea was heavy but no mishap occurre'l in the 
transfer, The officers Of the company were 
unablo to-night to givo alist of the lost. Capt. 
A. Albers of the Wieland tells the following 
story : 

At lo'clock on the morning of Ang. 14, we 
passed some wreckage floating in the sea and 
suspected that an accident had lap 
pened near us A little later we sailed 
through a sea of oil and sighted w bioken boat 
of the Geiser’s, About 11.80 we sighted a 
steamer to the northward about 8 miles off, 


and seeing she had a flag of distress 
up we ran down to ler. It proved 
to be the Thingvalla. Capt. Lamb 


of that vessel.camo to us ina siiall boat aud 
begged us to take off his passengers and those 
he had saved from the Guiser. He said his 
own yeasel was so badly injured he expected 
herto sink at any moment. Her forward 
compartment had been carried away 
from hatfway above the deck to below the 
water line, sent the boats and the Thing- 
valla lowered two boats, and in five hours we 
had the saved passengers and crew of the 
Geiser on board. *.The sea was very rough and 
the work of transferring the passengers was 
very difficult, The immense hole in the 
Thingyalla’s bow was patched up as well as 
possible and slice started for Halifax. The 
collision so far as known was caused by the 
fog. The chief officer of each vessel was on deck 
at the time of the collision, Third officer 
Peterson told much the sume story of the oc- 
currence. He said the fog was very dense. 
Through the mght rain had fallen at inter- 
vals. The first we knew of the Geiser’s ap- 
proach, he said, was when she 
appeared on the starboard side right 
upon us, The Geiser was struck 
opposite the engine-reom amidehip. The Gei- 
ser being heavily loaded was low in the water 
8o that the Thirgvalla carried away her own 
compartinent. ‘Phe upper part of her bow ran 
over thedecks of the Geiser, the Geiser’s deck 
houses were carried away and the state-roou 
smashed in and the occupants killed, He first 
heard a bell ring in the Geiser’s engine room 
but could not tell what the order was, He 
was on deck at the time. He then heard 
the bell again, this time to back, 
and. the steamer had commenced to 
reverse when the Thingyalia struck 
ber. The Geiser’s whistle wasiblowing at the 
time. One of tlie Geiser’s passengers was 
picked up with a broken Jeg. 

As soon as the Weiland arrived in 
the lower biy Capt. Moller of the 
Geiser left, the steamer on’ ‘a re- 
venuc cutter, Ho went to the office 
of the Company, where he was closeted a few 
moments with the agents, He only left word 
that tho accident was due to the weather adu 
went away without stating where he was 
going. 

The reacued crew of the Gieser were taken 
to the Hotel Denmark on the arrival of the 
Wieland. 

The revised official list of saved and lost from 
the Geiser is as follows: 

Lost—Passongers 80, crew 387, officers 6; 
total 119, 

Saved—Passengers 14, crew 17, officers 4; 
total 35,

What a Laboring Man Says of the Condition 
of Labor Untous. 

New York, Aug. 16.—Speaking of me- 
chanics and laborers, an ex- walking de'egate 
to the Central Labor Union ventilated his 
views upon the present situation of the 
trales and labor organizations at a mass 
meeting of agitators on Park row. 
his statements are worth noting : 

Nearly all the trades and labor unions are 
ina bad way. They are trying to recuper- 
ate ; but I don't see bow they can do it | 
while the leaders continue to fight among 
themselves. Some of these leaders have no 
doubt made plenty of money for their own | 
pockets through the settleracnt of strikes, } 
and now they are fighting to see who will 
capture the remnants. 

“'The hundreds of thousands of dollars 
paid in to these unions by workingmen have 
had to go out to maintain successful 
strikes, and now the men are really at 
the mercy of their employers and worse 
off than if they had never joined a 
union. It is a fact that although the | 
rate of wages has been maintained the | 
working men have really received less | 
than Pr racl 9: because of strikes and 
lockouts, during which they received no 
pay. The public at large is against them 
and the workmen themselves will not obey 
the ordér of any union to boycott. TI be- 
lieve that after clection there will be an 
effort made for general reorganization 
throughout the country, and that so far as 
this city is concerned the unions will haye 
no power for four years to come. In not a 
fow instances union men are glad these 
days to work with non-union mechanics, 
and the feeling is growing.

Not a side face, 
or a three-quarters, or the mere bust, buta 
full length portrait as he appears to me Tho 
father it, the parable of the prodigal had 
nothing to brag of in his two sons. Tho one 
was a rake and the other a churl I find 
nothing admirable in the dissoluteness of the 
oue and I find nothing attractive in the acrid 
sobriety of the other.

If 
the current sets the right way something 
more serious may follow.

Desperate Kesistance, 

The moat desperate resistance probably 
ever made was encountered on the 16th by 
an Cvictiog party, consisting of a sheriff and 
(fficers, aided by 150 police, in Ooolsoe, 
Cuuuty Weaford, Ireland. The property 
belongs to a man named Byrne, nicknamed 
“‘Ulanricarde the Second.” The house of a 
tenant named Sommers was converted into 
a regular etronghold. ‘Trenches were dug 
around, and clay piled against the walls as 
high as the roof, forming an embankment 
which readered the battering ram useless. 
A scaling ladder was repeatedly thrown 
down. A fearful struggle went on from 10 
in the morning till 1:30 in the afternoon, 
whenthe emergency men gaye up the 
fight. The brothers Redmond, members 
of Parliament, rushed into the yard when 
the struggle waa ut its height, and one of 
them shouted, ‘Well done, my gallant 
countrymen ; you have beaten the batter- 
ing ram ; Gob blesa you.” After a respite 
the policernen, who were ordered to rush 
up to the earthworks, were promptly re- 
pulsed aud some badly wounded in the 
head and face. Twenty men were then 
ordered to charge with bayonets, but were 
alao repeiled by the wen on top of the 
house. Finally, at six o'clock, the house 
was fired. Even then the inmates only 
surrendered at the earneet supplication of 
their sympathizers,

We having many 
times gone through all the galleries and 
churches, had littic to tempt us out before 
sunset, 1 must confess, however, to the 
woakness of having goueto tho Lungarno 
several times Iatein the afternoon,to watch 
for the celebrated Livingston—not tho 
pious African explorer—but the rich 
American,who for more than twonty yoars 
had made his horaesand drag a popular 
show in Florence, He first began, 1 be 
lieve, modestly, driving six in hand, thoo 
sight, then ten, and, fivally, sotually 
doubled the last number of beautiful blood- 
ed bays. I myself havo seen him driving 
twelve of those splendidly groomed and ap- 
pointed animals, with the aid, however, of 
two or three active grooms, most of the 
time on foot. As the much-elongated 
equipage wound through the narrow city 
streets, toward the Lungarno, tho immense 
bundle of ribbons held by the nervous but 
feeble hands of an elderly man, strapped 
in late years to his seat, and looking as 
anxious as the Ozar of all the Musasias, 
Florentines looked for the accident with 
cheerful confidence,all ready to buy lottery 
tickets on the number of people killed or 
injured. If that Jong line of spirited, high. 
stepping, jingling, champing animals had 
taken fright and broken away from the 
control of driver and grooms, there would 
have been a whole chapter of accidents— 
‘linked catastrophe long drawn out’'—but, 
as we with othera looked and waited in 
vain for such a sensation, the equine and 
asinine display became monotonous, palled 
upon us, and we turned away in disgust. 
Soon after that the long auffering municipal 
government interfered, aud obliged their 
eccentric adopted citizen to divide the one 
rrand circus turn out into three parte, The 
last time I[eaw him, some four years ago, 
he was driving his original six - his son, 
brought up in the way he should drivo,and 
agroom followed in separate drags—so all 
his pampered bays were out, and the 
show lacked only the piquant element of 
danger.

It is ao gay and 
fashionable place in spite of ite big con- 
gregation of crippled invalids, It seemed 
as though overy aristocratic, gouty pationt 
brought with him all his ‘* sisters, his cou- 
sins, aod his aunts,” coming just for fun, 
it seomed that the young and vigorous 
danced all tho more merrily and furiously 
in the ball-room for being surrounded by 
poor fellow-crestures to whom mere loco 
motion was a clumsy agony. Like an 
Eyyptian plague were the mosquitoes of 
Avui, We thought with sympathetic 
twioges of the sufferings of Roman ladios, 
of old, in their classical robes, adhering to 
their bodies by some law of attraction to 
us unknown, and of helpless Roman para- 
lytios in their precarious togas. The gout 
and paralysis cast out of patients at the

They do not 
thiust long pedigrees or long purses down 
your throat. They bravely wear comfort- 
able old clothes, Their kirtle and their 
titles, their coatsand their coat-of arma, 
cote easily upon them. 

Many of the fair contessa, whose home 
in Florence or Rome is an ancient palazzo, 
with lots of blood-curdling family traditions 
«bout it, a big gallery of family portraits

Mr. A. W. Wright, lecturer of 
the oréer and editor of the Labor 
Journal, who eaid his remarks would be 


brief, as he would shortly address a meet- 
ing of the order here. The purpose of the 
order was to assist those who earn their 
bread by honest labor, excluding those who 
lived on the Jabor of others. He disolaim- 
ed Anarchy, but thought Socialism would 
be more near the mark. They were polt- 
tical but not partizan, and were non sec‘ar- 
ian in religion, appealing to mens reason 
and not to their patsious. The Knights 


of Labor was not a_ striking sma- 
chine or jn fayor of forcing ayjust- 


ment of differences, but under certain 
circumstances they would encouragea strike, 
They wero an anti ueury party—equally op- 
posed to extortionate demands of cimployer 
or employe, and sought to work on the 
golden rule, All labor was respectable. 
Laud ought to be held only for use; laud 
held for speculative purposes ought to be 
heavily taxed; although they did not hold 
with Henry George's single tax system, they 
yet considered that improvements, the pro- 
duct of labor which benefited the commun 
ity, ought not to be taxed. Money, they 
hal, anould bo issued by the Goyernment, 
and go direct to the people withoyt the in 
tervention of banks, and railwaya should 
be owned by the Government in the inter- 
est of the people. Their most important 
plank, he eaid, was equal pay for equal work 
to both sexes. The present system was, he 
said, full of evils, which he depicted, and 
which, he contended, would be remedied 
by the equalization of pay to the sexes when 
they performed the sanie work, Jabor say- 
ing machines, run by women, were endan- 
gering our civilization, therefore the K., of 
L. held that wages should be equalized, and 
woman put in her proper place as the friend 
and helpmate of man, and not his competi- 
tor. They did not scek to antagonize cap: 
ital, but to level up, as far aa possible. 
Mr. H. Corby, M.P., expr ssed his 
pleasure at being present. Tha laboring 
men had a perfect right, he would say, as 
an employer, to have their society to pro- 
tect their rights, but they should be care- 
fulin sylecting their members. He ex- 
pressed his sympathy with the K. of L. 
Mr. W. P. Hudson, M. P. P., said he 
was a life-long worker. He had that day 
learned more of the K. of L, than he had 
before known. He hoped they would go 
on and prosper. Asan employer he had 
always given a fair day’s pay for a fair 
day's labor, and had never had auy trouble.

Revenue Inspector J, A. Gravelle, after an 
absence of two months, returned here to-dny. 
He was on a successful tour through Wastern 
Quebeo, searching for illicit whisky stills and 
contraband tobacco. He reports tliatan enor- 
mous amount of smuggling is going on. He 
thinks it can never be completely suppressed 
unless the Government locates an agent at the 
French Islands this side of Newfoundland. 
The smugeling is principally carried on by 
captains of coasting vessels, with the collusion 
of Quebee tobacco manufacturera. The latter 
escape payment of Inland Revenue duty by 
declaring the tobacco for export. A portion 
of the tobacco may reach the Islands, but the 
bulk is sold at big protits at points 
in the gulf as far east as Gaspe. An 
official at the French Islands by examining 
the invoices could soon detect the smugglers. 
The Inspector visited all porta as far ns the 
Saguonay and came back via Riviere du Loup, 

Thore is considerable smuggling of liquors 
carried on. Seizures included whisky stills 
as well as illicit smuggled tobacco. Mr, Jas. 
Tromblay of Old Loretto had three whiskey stills 
in full blast when theinspector called. One still 
was destroyed while the other two were ro- 
nioved. he owners have deposited $100 with 
the Department of Inland Revenue pending 
an investigation. :

CANADIAN HOME CIRCLES. 


Annual Meeting of the Supreme Circle at 
Hamilton. 

Haminton, Aug. 23.—The fifth annual 
session of tho Supreme Circle of the Order 
of Canadian Home Circles opened in Cale 
donian Hall, Alexandra Arcade, this aftor- 
noon. ‘The Supreme Leader, Rey. John 
Kay, formerly of this city, presided, and 
there were about 120 dologates present from 
all parts of Ontario. Rey. J. Kay, in his 
annual address said ; 

The number of circles organized during 
the year is 25, and the members added to 
our ranks are 1287. The number of deaths 
in our ranks during the year has been 22, 
and we have paid for the benefit of widows 
and orphans during the year $36,600 and 
hold $4000 for the completion of claim 
papers. During tho year letters were received 
from Manitoba and Quebec respecting the 
establishment of Circles, but we have not 
yet been able to take any definite action 
regarding the formation of circles in these 
provinces. 

Mr. A. J, Pattison, of Toronto, Supremo 
Secretary, in his annual report gives the 
following interesting facts: From July 1, 
1887, to June 30, of the present year, 
25 new circles were instituted, in Mark- 
ham, Niagara Falls, Port Perry, Uxbridge, 
Nelles’ Corners, Binbrook, Niagara, Crow- 
land, Cainsyille, New Durham, Teeterville, 
Burford, Vandecar, Shedden, Lawrence, 
Toronto, Wingham, Toronto, Stoney Creek, 
St. Catharines, Dutton, Sheffield, Kingston, 
Napanco, Orillia, These circles have a 
charter membership of 460, At the close 
of the Supreme Circle year, June 30, 1887 
the total memberfhip was 4080 belonging 
to 108 circles. Since the close of the year 
three new circles have been instituted and 
the total membership has been increased up 
to date to 4800, The Order was instituted 
in Hamilton in 1884 and its growth has been 
steady and sure, Inthe few years of its 
existence the Order has paid $75,000 in 
benefits to the widows and orphans of de- 
coased members, 

Mr. D. R. Foster, of Waterford, Supreme 
Treasurer, in his annual report shows the 
receipts for the year ending (2594 30 to have 
been 87201, and the payments $7197, leay 
ing @ balance of $4. The receipts of the 
benoficiary fund were $40,650 and the pay 
ments $36,000, leaving o balance in the 
bank of $4650. During tho year $2270 was 
received towards tho sick benefit fund, and 
$2019 was thoamount paid out, leaving o 
balance of $251. 

Dr. Albert D, Watson, Supreme Medical 
Examiner, in his report states that 
examinations were supervised in his office 
during the year ending June 30, 1888, 1434 
of which were recommended for acceptance 
and 90 rejected. Twenty-two deaths or

printing presi can vygke them 

During the past tal or fifteen years, that is 
to say, since the recent great development of 
“processes” has enabled American publishers 
to destroy the American demand for the 
first hand works of Buropean artists, thelr 
remuneration has fallen toa great extent 
Fifteen years ago It was quite a common 
thing for an artist like the late Mr 
to be paid a thousand pounds for a mezzo 
tint plate, for the publisher 
sioned him knew that there were a suflicient 
number of buyers in Europe and America, 
taken together, to niake such an outlay re- 
munerative, It isnot asserted that there are 
no longer mon who can command a similar 
price, but they are so few that their exist- 
ence hardly makes a difference in the ques 
tion. In the case of one or two Englishmen, 
and one or two French or Dutch etchers, it 
is still possible for the publishers to give 
these heavy commissions, Fashion still 
points that way, and while the fashion lasts 
these men can be employed; but in the case 
of the great majority, even of distinguished 
engravers, thé demand for their work is la- 
mentably less than it was, not from any 
failure of appreciation on the part of the 
public, not from any failure of power ou the 
part of the engravers, but simply because 
the returns are less than they used to be, and 
Jess almost exclusively on the American side.

A Village in the Himulayas. 

The town of Kurseong, which is repre- 
sented by one long, straggling street of bam- 
boo huts, is still all ablaze with the gay flags 
hoisted in honor of the yviceroy’s passage 
through it, and just on one side of the tiny 
patch of tolerably level ground forming the 
market place, appears a staring arch of bam- 
boo covered with crimson hangings, along 
the top of which runs in huge white letters 
the word, *‘Welcome,” While below it—out- 
spread on light booth, on mats, or even upon 
the bare, dusty ground itself—lie such a mass 
of native curiosities as would make any col- 
lector’s mouth water. Buddhist ‘praying 
wheels,” shaped like an old fashioned watch- 
man’s rattle, l'e side by side with razor edged 
Goorkha “‘kookris” (short swords) broaden- 
ing instead of narrowing toward the point, 
and deadly as an Italian stiletto in the hands 
of thelr savage little owners. Embroidered 
slippers from Kashgar are mingled with 
necklaces of colored beads from Bhootau, 
while Thibetan knives, Nepaulese caps, cash- 
mere gont skins, sashes of Chinese silk, pack- 
ets of tea from Assam, silver bangles from 
Lower Bengal, Yarkandi shoes trimmed with 
green or scarlet threads, and Terai bracelets 
made of small silver coins slung upon a wire, 
allare jumbled up together in one strange 
and picturesque medley, without order and 
without end, 

The people themselves are quite as extraor- 
dinary as their mercbandise, The puckered 
eyes, flattened features and grayish yellow 
complexion of this short, squat Bbootanese 
on our right irresistibly suggest a gutta 
percha doll ina toy shop. That young girl 
beside him is quite as fair in tintas many a 
sunburned English laborer, but ber flat 
nose, narrow, oblique eye and coarse black 
hair, banging half way down ber back in two 
plaited tails, betray her Mongol blood at a 
glance. Here comes a woman through the 
crowd whose heavy plate shaped car rings, 
twice as large as a silver dollar, drag her cars 
almost down to her shoulders, and whose 
loose jacket and skirt, considerably shorter 
bebind than in front, show that she belongs 
to one of the mountain tribes, Just now she 
seems to be doing duty as a railway porter 
by carrying on ber back a ponderous wooden 
chest, almost as big as herself, which is at- 
tached to a thong passed round her forehead 
—a spectacle that explains at once why the 
foreheads of the Himalayan ladies in theso 
parts are all so broad and so low.—Dayid Ker 
in New York Times.

Although no 
a2tual decline can be quoted tor the reasun 
that holders have maintained a comparatiyve- 
ly fico attitude, it is evident that prices are 
sagging off, and the business done has bern 
practically confined to underpriced goods. 
Necessitous buyers would’ probably have 
to pay fall prices for finest, but on the other 
hand sellers in the same position would find 
it dittioult to exceed 8ho. “Such in brief is 
the present condition of the market, which 
it must be concvaed is extromely unsatis- 
factory. Judging from the action of ex 
porters, the acknuwledyed heavy supplies 
the character of the cable news, the con: 
tinued woaknoss in New York state and the 
dotorioration of the quality of much of the 
stock, the outlook undoubtedly fuvors a 
weak markot, especially as thero is none of 
the old time speculative vigor apparent. 
Stocks in this city ure estimated as high as 
100,000 boxes, with an enormous supply 
held back in the country andthe weather 
favorable f ra bigfall make, The receipts 
by boat to-day went at 7jo @ Bfo for 2,000 
boxes, with a few special Lota higher. Ac- 
cording to present indications the weck’s 
export wil be light, and as late shipments 
have been comparatively light, it is not 
surprising that the cable has remained sta- 
tionary at 463. Frices it will be noted are 
much below last year, A year ago prices 
were 12¢ @ 1240, cable D7u bd in 1886 
Bho@Bfo, cable 43s Od ; iu 1886, bfow7 fo, 
cable 67a, and in 1884, 9}c@10e, cavle BOs. 


ONTARIO'S CROPS. 

The report of the Bureau of Statistica for 
August gives some interesting fiyures re- 
garding the condition of crops in this pro- 
vince. The report is based upon returns 
from 763 correspondents. The acreage of 
autumn wheat is taken from the assessment 
rolls while all other areas and statistics of 
live stock are compiled from farmers’ re- 
turns under date of June 25th 1888. Au- 
tumn wheat generally was considerably in- 
jured by the unfavorable weather of April, 
May and part of June. The yield on the 

._ whole is below the average. Reports re- 
garding spring wheat are more favorable 
than for some years past. The only injury 
it has received worth mention has been 
from slight drouth in a few places. Upwards 
of 80 per cent. of the reports are favorable. 
The area sown, however, shows a decrease 
from 484,821 acres in 1887 to 367,850 this 
year. Barley is reported good as regards 
yleld and size of berry. Oats have a satis" 
factory return in the western lake counties 
of Ontario and ina large portion of the 
west midland group. Reports are unfavor- 
able from the east midland and St. Lawrence 
districts. Comparatively little rye is grown 
in Ontario generally ; it has proved a good 
crop. Peasare reported good all over. 
The presence of the pea bug is reported 
only in some of the Lake Erie counties. 
Corn-is a better crop than for years past, 
while a most encouraging report is given of 
beans. Roots and frults are fairly good. 


THE TREATY. 


The United States Senate has, as was 
anticipated, rejected the proposed fishury 
treaty by a strictly party voto—27 Demo- 
crate voting for and 30 Republicans against 
its confirmation. It is to be regretted that 
8 great national question should be made 
the football of politicians ; but the Grits of 
Canada were as bad as the Republicans of 
the United States in that respect. By 
means of the modus vivendi the treaty is in 
partial operation, but Canada has powor to 
terminate this arrangement at any moment, 
We do not, however, anticipate any further 
action by our Government until after the 
presidential election in the United States 
has been held.

BUFFALO'S GREAT FAIR, 


" VINDEX" SAYS POLITICS ARE EVEN 
FORGOTTEN IN VIEW OF IT, 4 


An Interesting Summary of the 


proaching Biloyole Tournament = the 


Greatest Gathering of Wheelimeu Ever 
| Held in the World—How the Sky ts to 
be Tlluwlned During the Exposttioa, 


{From our Special Correspoudeat.) 
Burwato, Aug 15.—Nearly fifteen 
sand people wore present at tho International 
kau grounds on toe concluding 
circuit races bere last week, and saw the ox- 
citing contest between Mr. Gordon's Cling- 
stone and Mr, C. J, Hamlin's Bello Haulin 
Belle was beaten and all Buffalo wept, but 
| old Buffatonians were reminded of the “good 
| old times” when Dexter, Goldsmith Maid aod 
| Rarus used to awaken au interest which 
shook the sporting centres of Canada and 
broueht the Canadiansover to the Quoen 
City in mighty droves. There hasn't been 
Sucu on Abtendaute ot any race meeting bere 
in years, all ef which gocs to show that the 
predictions, frequently made in my letters 
that Bufulo is to have a regular burrah time 
this season, will be fully verified. 

There isin Buffalo as in all other citlesa 
croaking element; a class of people who can 
nevor beliove that the sky is not dark and 
overcast until they have been sunstruck. 
This clement, though not a very large one to 
be sure, bas been, or has pretended to be, up 
to the present time doubtful as to the success 
of the Fair which opens hero Sept, 4th, But 
it is all changed now and everybody is flying 
around like mad to get himself and bis own 
private business in readiness for the mighty 
wiflux of visitors, Buffalo is awake and ex- 
sited, 

ibe question most frequently asked is “will 
iverything bein runniog order on the first 
day of the Falt, or will there be, as there was 
ul netiotein Joly, a preliminary week of 
confusion and incompleteness?” As this is an 
linpui lant matter to all intending visitors, I 
interviewed the general manager of the ex- 
position on the subject this morning. Mr, 
Robinson knocked whatever skepticism I may 
have t nto a cocked nat, by reminding me 
that this International Fair is to remain open 
bul teu days, und by remarking that if there 
were to be a week or half a woek of incom- 
pleteness the whole enterprise might as well 
be abandoned at once, “No, sir,” said he, 
“there will be no placing of exbibits after the 
Fair begins, Everything must be in com- 
plete readiness by the morning of September 
#, and everything willbe. Tore are plenty 
of people waiting to step into the space of 
tardy exbibilors, and we sball not wait for 
the tardy ones,” 

In previous letters I think I have given you 
A Comprebenive idea of the “geieral lay” of 
the Exposition grounds and buildings. The 
main building, you know, covers a ground 
space of 90,000 square feet baving a frontuge 
of 450 feet and a depth of 200 feet. It ta not 
all voder one roof, but consists of a series of 
what migbt be regarded as independent tow- 
ers, spacious in their interiors and connected 
by intermediate halls, These towers and 
connecting balls surround and inclose two 
immense courts under one roof, whicb Ls sup- 
ported by iuirge trusses. The courts, each 
86 by 124 feet in dimensions, with over- 
hanging galleries surrounding tbem. ‘lhe 
central tower is 66 fect square and rises toa 
height of 160 feet. The four pavilions or 
smaller towers forming the four corners of 
the main building, are L12 feet bigh and 56 
feot square, ii @ aisles, which connect 
these towers, and which furnish a large

peraercs of the exhibition space, ure 
feet {in width, and are sur- 
mounted with a long lantern roof, which 


Gives abundanco of light. 

The two structures next in size to the Main 
Building are those in which the prize cattle 
and horses will be exhibited. Each is 400 
feet square with open tan bark courts in thwir 
centres, where the proud and blooded ani- 
mals will be paraded for public admiration, 
Then there are fmmense structures for the 
Bench and Poultry shows; for the Sheep and 
for the Swine, The splendid art gullery [ 
have frequently made mention of. Every 
day gives evidence that the Fine Art display 
is to exceed anything before attempted in 
this part of the state. The actual dimensions 
of the Exposition grounds are 95,000 acres, 

I take itfor granted tbat the readers of 
these weekly chats froom the Queen City are 
more interested in tbe approaching Fair than 
in any (bing else, since that it is now the one 
Surpassing topic of conversation and disous- 
sion bere. Even politics bave to take a back 
seat, and although all last week the subject 
of persuading the Douiooratic State Com- 
mittee to hold the State Convention bere was 
discussed with animation, it wae evident that 
the desire to attract thereby a still larger 
number of visitors to the Exposition was the 
controlling motive of those =) agitated the 
matter, 

Outside of the wonders of, the machinery; 
the Imposing proportions of tke live stock ex- 
hibit and the magnitude of the industrial 
display of tbe Lxposition, there are to be two 
out-of-door features which T want to tell you 
something about in detail, The first is the 
bicycle tournament, which is to be held on 
the opening day and the three succeeding 
days of the Fair, and the second is the niar- 
velous pyrotechnic entertainment tbat will 
te riven on Certain evenings during the Fair’s 
continuance, 

tue vicyole tournament will begin with a 
grand parade, in which there will be more 
wheelmen than were ever gathered together 
before, On the first day there will bo among 
other events a one milo professional race for 
tandems; a two mile amateur bicycle rave for 
state championship; a three mile amateur 
race between Kochester and Buffalo, and the 
first heat of the world’s three mile champion 
contest, 

{be second day will be the annual meeting 
of the New York State Division. The five 
tile aniateur state championship race will 
occur, and there will be open races both for 
professionals and amateurs at different dis- 
tances. On Thursday the second beat of the 
world’s chainpion race will be run, beside’ a 
very exciting contest for the Buffalo city 
championship. On Friday (the closing day 
of the tournament) occurs the famous one 
hundred mile race for the championship of 
the United States, beginning at Erle, Pa., 
and ending on the Fair grounds; also the final 
bout iu the world’s cham 1onship, These are 
but a few of the salient features of the tour- 
nament programme, which may be summar- 


ized as follows: 

There are 11 races edth day 16 
for professionals, and 28 for amateurs. 
Thero are 26 


races for bicycles 
2 tricycles, 6 tandem, 4 tandem blévales 
rovers, The tandem bicycles race will bo the 
first ever beldin this country. There are 
three 44-mile races, 14 1-mile, 10 2-mile, 9 
8-mile, 4 5 milo, 210-mile, There will prob- 
ably be added one race to each day for deaf 
mutes only 

‘The fireworks display under the mannge- 
ment of James Pain & Sons of London, 
promise to be on an unequaled scale of mag- 
nificence. There will be what the pyrotech- 
nist calls “A Fight of Infant Parachutes,” by 
which he probably means to say thata thou 
cond fecy parasols will be seen in the heav- 
ens. Then there will also be acrobatic mon 
keys of fire, who will perform in mid-air all 
the bewildoring feats of monkoys in African 
forests, anda flaming elopbant re resenting 
the great Jumbo, which, although ite legs 
tre actually burning from under {t, and its 
trunk a great blazing torch, will stall 
proudly around through a burning forest 
Phere wilibe any number of flery snakue 
which will bies forth lines of fro. Each even 
ing’s exbibition will conclude olther with the 
bombarding of Alexandrian or a representa 
tion of the great soa fight between tho Morrt- 
mac and Monitor, It bus not yet been defin- 
itely decided which of these exbibitions will 
be given; either of them would cortainly be

St. Paul's Oleaginous Bullfrogs.

real estate, soon owned a small house or two 
to rent, made other careful investments as 
they commended themselves to my coolest 
judgment, and—well, the result is that after 
a while things just ran themselves steadily 
along till I found that, among all who started 
in life with me, I alone had reached success,”

Use of Electric Motors. 


The uso of electric motors as a substitute 
for the steam engine is rapidly increasing. 
Tn cities which are provided with an electric 
lightning plant, the dynamos can be used 
during the day to furnish a current for oper- 
ating motors in workshops and small factor- 
ies at a less expense than that of a steam en- 
gine. Inan adjoining city a large printing 
office has recently dispensed with a seyen 
horse power engine and boiler, and substi- 
tuted a ‘Thomson-Houston motor, which 
gives perfect satisfaction, and js found to be 
less expensive than the coal, water and en- 
gineer’s wages which the engine required. 
In addition, it is always ready for work, 
night and day, and can be started up at any 
time to fillan urgent or unexpected order, 
Whilo the steam engine would be more 
economical for heavy work or a large manu- 
factory, the advantages of electricity as a 
source of power for small establishments is 
undeniable, and it will undoubtedly como 
into general use.—Popular Science News. 


The Coming Crash in France. 


There is a crash predicted for France, 
which will work more widespread ruin than 
that country has seet since Law's Mississippi 
public burst, more than a century and a half 
ago.

putation which Mr, Weddell has earned by 
the quality of his work of being one of tho 
foremost bridge builders of Canada. The 
railroad bridge, a fine structure, reflecting 

t credit on the builders, the Dominion 

ridge Oompany of Hamilton, is also built 

of steel and swings in the same manner as 
the road bridges. 

The banks of the canal on both sides of 
the bridges are protected by massive atone 
walls, laid up with cemeat., Father up the 
cutting is through a large marsh, called the 
“Dead Creek Marsh,” where it was sup- 
posed to be impossible to find solid bottom, 
and where the opponents of the present 
route prophesied the abandonment of the 
work on account of quick-sands. But here, 
strange to relate, so far from being troubl- 
ed with quick-sand, the banks are the best 
on the whole length of the cutting. There 
are three dredges at work here finishing 
the excavation and straightening the banks, 
thus completing the canal as far as naviga- 
tion is concerned from the eastern extrem- 
{ty. Here also a great number of teams 
with scrapers are busily engaged in level- 
sh banks in order to form a tow-path.

Wallace began to blow his whistle to warn 
all vessels of his approach, The Chester 
proceeded cautiously on her course till off 
Port Hoint whon the hoarse sound of ano- 
ther whistle floated across the water. 
Capt. Wallace answered the signal. This 
warning was evidently misunderstood, for 
ina moment those forward saw the huge 
prow of the Occidental and Oriental steamer 
Oceanic emorge from the fog. She had just 
arrived from Hong Kong and was proceed- 
ing up the bay to her docks. She was 60 
close to the Cheater that there was no pos- 
sibility for the latter to escape. The cabin 
passengers were nearly all on deck, and the 
captain seeing the danger called to them to 
prepare for the sitack A panic ensued, 
particularly among the women and children, 
of whom there were a large number.

THE CYCLONE'S VICTIMS. 


Torribly Fatal Storm tn Muryland and 
Delaware —Many Lives Lost, 
BALTIMORE, Aug. 23,—A special from 
Stillpond, Kent County, gives particulars of 
the cyclone that wrpugnt such destruction 
in that neighborhood.

Now it is obvteus that if the American 
market for cattle isso poor that only eleven 
dollars a head cau be obtained, and that 
fodder and grain can there be purchased 
cheaper than in Osnada, the farmers of the 
Dominion have no need of the United States 


market. On the contrary, by the tosti- 
mony of the commerciai unionists froe 
trade betwoen the two countries would 
inevitably lessen the value of the home 


market, to Canadian agrisulturists and 
stock raisers, The harvest in old Canada 
has at no time this year been threatened 
with general destruction. Even though 
the crops in the Bay of Quinte district 
had proved as utter a failure as the com 
mercial union press preteuded, there was 
the cortainty of an abundant yield in other 
and adjoining portions of the province, out 
of which asurplus would remain to make 
good the deticiency in question. Why 
should the Prince Edward or Lennox 
farmer itmport fodder or grain from the 
United States when it could be obtained 
in Ontario or from Quebec? The cost of 
transportation would certainly not be 
greater, for the distance to be freighted 
was considerably less inthe case of pur- 
chases in Canada, Only upon the admis- 
sion that the prices of farm products rule 
lower on the other side of the line can a 
contention for the abolition of the duties on 
hay and grain be reasonably based,and that 
admission which the Commercial Union 
press implicitely makes, destroys the whole 
force of the argumentfor absoluce free trade 
between the two countries. The droughtin 
Ontario was confined tow amall section of 
the province ; its occurrence is rare, for 
seldom are the farmers of the Bay of 
Quinte without a surplus production, 
yet to overcome a temporary ecarcity in 
one locality it has been proposed to expose 
the farmers of the whole Dominion for all 
time to competition with the cheap products 
of the United States. The droughtin Prince 
Edward and Lennox will, we are glad to 
learn, not prove so disastrous as at one time 
feared, but the danger has at least served 
to uncover the facility with which the com- 
mercial unionists shift their ground, and 
the insincerity of the politicians who in one 
and the same breath declare that free trade 
with the United States will give the Cana- 
dian farmers at once a cheap market to buy 
in, and a dear market to sell in for the same 
class of products,

“Congress has passed alaw which received 
Executive assent on the third day of March, 
1887, providing that in case American fish- 
ing vessels being or visiting in tho watere 
or at any of the ports of British North 
America should be, or lately have been, de 
prived of the rights which they are entitled 
to by treaty or law, or if they were denied 
of other priviloges therein specific d and bar- 
assed in the enjoyment of the same, the 
President might deny to masters and crews 
of the British Dominions of North America 
any entrance into the waters, ports or har- 


bors of the United States and also 
deny entry into any port or place 
of the United States of any  pro- 
duct of said Dominion or other goods 


coming from said Dominion to the United 
States. 

“While I shall not hesitate upon proper 
oceasion to execute this act, it eal seem 
to be unnecessary to suggest that if such 
enforcement is limited in such o manner as 
shall result in the least possibly injury to 
our own people the effect would probably 
be entirely inadequate to the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose desired. I deem it my 
duty, thereforo, to call the attention of Con- 
gress to certain particulars in the acts of 
the authorities of the Dominion of Canada, 
in addition to the general allegations already 
made, which appear to be in such marked 
contrast to the liberal and friendly dis- 
position of our country as in my opinion to 
call for such legislation as will upon the 
principles already stated properly supple- 
ment the power to inaugurate relations al- 
ready vested in the Executive.” 

The message then refers to the provisions 
of Article XXIX of the treaty of Vashing- 
ton providing for the transit in bond 
through the territory of the United States 
of merchandise destined for the Dominion of 
Canada, and the reciprocal privilege extend- 
ed to goods arriving at any of the ports of

the Dominion destined for the United States, 


and continues: 

“In the year 1886 notice was received by 
the representatives of our Government that 
our fishormen would no longer be allowed to 
ship their fish in. bond and free of duty 
through Canada to this country, and 
over since that time such shipment has been 
denied. The privilege of such shipment 
which had been extended to our fishermen 
was most important, allowing them to spend 
the time upon the fishing grounds and doubl- 
ing their opportunity for profitably prose- 
cuting their vocation. In forbidding the 
transit of the catch of our fishermen over 
their territory in bond free of duty, the 
Canadian authorities deprived us of the only 
facility dependent upon 
and for which we could supply no substitute. 

**During the last six years the imports 
and exports of the British Canadian provin- 
ces carried across our territory under the 
privileges grant d by our 
value to about $1,070,000,000, nearly all of 
which were goods dutiable under our tariff 
laws, by far the larger part of this traffic 
consisting of exchanges of goods between 
Great Britain and her American provinces, 
brought to and carried from our ports in 
their own The treaty stipulation 
entered into by our Government was in her- 
mony with laws which were then on our 
statute books and are still in force, 

“T recommend immediate legislative ac- 
tion upon the Executive the

WHAT LORD WOLESLEY IAS TO SAY ABOUT IT. 

Iu contribution to the Fertnightly Re- 
view General Lord Wolesley says it is some 
times said that small men are generally 
braver than tall men, but one of the most 
stolidly and immovably brave men he ever 
kuew is several inches over six feet in 
height, ‘‘I have often seen him,from pure 
laziness when relieved from duty in the ad- 
vanced trenches before Sebastopol, step out 
calily in rear of the parallel where he hap- 
pened at that moment to be, and take a 
bee-Jine fur camp, exposed for many hun- 
dred yards to a heavy rifle fire from the ad- 
vanced wotke of the Russians, He might 
have walked home through the trenches in 
safely, but he was too lazy or too careless 
of his life to go so far round. 1 remem- 
ber a curious instance of his imperturba- 


bility some years afterwards, when I 
met him in China. In the assault of 
the Taku forts we had to cross two 


ditches filled with water. One of these 

wos sofliciently wide and deep to re- 
quire a bridge to be built over it. In 
carrying up a light infantry pontoon 
bridge to launch into this ditch, a round 
shot went through one of the pontoons. To 
launch it in thatcondition would have caused 
it to sink, and we had great difficulty in get 

ting the injured pontoon out of the ditch, 
under the close, severe fire to which we were 
exposed from the works behind this ditch. 
'p common with all the othor mounted offi 

cers | had left my horse at a safe distance 
behind under some cover. 1 was therefore 
astonished when, upon standing up after 
working on this little bridge on the ground, 
to see beside me a very tall man on a very 
tall horse. The position was actually com- 
ical, and as well 43 1 remember, I laughed 
as | saw my cool friend there at the edge 
of the ditch, a regular cockshot for every 
Chinaman nearhim. He said something to 
me which, owing to the great din and noise 
at the moment, [ could not hear, so, mov- 
ing nearer to him, | carelessly put my hand 
on his leg. He winced a little as I touch- 
od him, and calmly saying: *Don’t put 
your hand on my leg, for I have just 
had a bullet in there,’ went un with 
his conversation as if only a mosquito 
had bitten him, That man is now kuown 
to ull es Lieutenant-General Sir Gerald 
Graham, VY. C., who commanded the bri- 
gade at Tel-el-Kebir, aud who was after- 
wards in chief command at El-Teb and the 
many other bloody engagements which 
took place near Suakim. It would be im- 
possible (Lord Wolseley says) for him to 
point to any one man and say, ‘‘he was the 
bravest man I ever knew.” But he thinks 
that Captain Sir William Peel, of the Royal 
Navy, possessed courage of an order that 
he had never seen so strongly marked in 
apy other man, ‘*During all our bombard- 
ment at Sebastopol it was his invariable 
practice to walk behind his battery on the 
natural plateau of the ground, where he 
had little or no protection from the enemy's 
tire, This he did from no swagger, but to 
set an example to his men of cool contempt 
for danger. I can see him now, with his 
telescope under his arm in quarter-deck 
tashiop, halting from time to time to watch 
the effect of his battery upon the enemy's 
works, or to direct the attention of his 
men in charge of guns to some particular 
spot or object in the Redan or Malakoff. 
Ho was always thua oxposed in view ; his 
aien could always seen him, and as they 
were down 1n the trench before him, and 
80, in comparative safety, all felt that his 
eye was upon them, and that if he in that 
exposed position made so light of his great 
danger, they could not presume to wince 
under the shelter which the battery af- 
forded them, He was not only always cool 
but most partioularly courteous, and there 
was this well known peculiarity about his 
grace and manner, that the hotter the fire 
and the greater the danger, the more 
suave, or, a8 his men used to say, ‘—— 
polite’ he became,” Another brave man 
who distinguished himself at Sebastopol 
was Captain (afterwards known as Sir 
William) Gordon, Like his still greater 
friend and namesake, Charley Gordon, he 
seldom carried apy arms, and the conse- 
guence was that one winter's night the 


Russians burst into an  adyanced 
battory where he was, he took up 
a position behind 4 traverse, the pas- 


sage round which ho astoutly defended by 
polting stones at an enemy who tried to 
force it. In the act of throwing a atone, 
when his arm was bent and uplifted, a bul- 
let passed through both the lowor and up- 
per part, wounding him very severely, His 
absence from the trenches, occasioned by 
his wound, was one day commented upon 
by the sailors 
old Gordon here lately,” ‘*No," ropliod 
the othor, “I suppose the fre ain't hod 
enough now for that old feilow.”’ Ono of 
the most trying things for the captain 
and suballorn ia to make thoir mon who 
heve fourd some temporary haven of shoel- 
tor from the onomy’s lire loave it, and ad-

be attacked. ‘*To some men the horror of 
hearing bullets plump into the bodies of thoir 
comrades with a horrible thudeooma todrive 
the blood from their hearts, and to domor- 
alize them. Wo aro Inclined to make fun 
of death, bub whon he keeps jostling 
you in a crowd, taking away those on 
your right and loft ; when your eyo can

The cruel army of the Philistines niust be 
taken and scutterad. Dhereds just one man, 
accompanied by his bodyguard, to do that 
thing. Jonathan is the hero of the scene, I 
know that David cracked tho skull of tho 
giuut with a fow pebbles well slung, and that 
three hundred Gideonites scattered ten thou 
sand Aimalekites by the crash of broken 
crockery: but here is a more wonderful con- 
flict. Yonder the Philistines on the 
rocks, Here is Jonathan with his body 
guard inthe valloy, On the ono sideis a 
rock called Bogez; on the other is 
a rock callel Seneh. These two wero 
as famous in olden times as in modern times 
are Plymouth Rock aud Gibraltar, They 
were precipitous, unscalable and sharp, Be- 
» two rocks Jonathan must make 
The day comes for the scaling of 
the height. Jonathan, on his hands and fect, 
begins the ascent, With strain and slip and 
bruise, L suppose, but still on and up, first 
goes Jonathan and then goes his bodyguard, 
Bozez on one side, Seneh on the other, After 
a sharp tug ond push and clinging, I see the 
head of Jonathan above the hole in the moun, 
tain, auc there is a challenge and a fight and 
A& supernatural consternation, These two 
men, Jonathan and his bodyguard, drive 
back and drive down the Philistines over tho 
rocky, cad open a campaign which demol- 
ishes tho enamies of Israel. I suppose that 
the overliacging and overshadowing rocks 
on cithor side did not balk or dishearten 
Jonathan or his bodyguard, but only roused 
ond filled them with enthusiasm as they went 
up. “There was a sharp rock on the one 
side, and «a sbarp rock on the other side.” 

My friends, you Lave been or are now, some 
of you, in this crisis of the text, If aman 
meets one treuble he can go through with it, 
He gathers all his energies, concentrates 
them upon one point, and in the strength of 
God or by his own hatural determination 
gocs throuch it. But the man who has 
trouble to the right of lim and trouble to 
the left of bin is to be pitied. Did either 
troublo come alone he might endure it, but 
two troubles, two disasters, two overshadow- 
ing misfortunes are Bozezand Beneb, God 
pity him! ‘There isasharp rock on tho one 
side and a sharp rock on the other sido.” 

Tu this crisis of the text is that mau whose 
fortuue and health fail him at the same 
time, Nine-tenths of all our merchants cap- 
size in busivess before they come to 45 years 
ofage. There is some collision in commer- 
cfal circles, they stop’ payment. It seems as 
if overy man must put bis name on the back 
of a note before he learns what a fool a man 
is who risks all his own property on the pros- 
pect that some man will tell the truth. It 
seems as if a mah must have a large amount 
of unsalable goods on his own shelf before be 
learns how much easier it isto buy than to 
sell. Itseems as if every man must be com- 
pletely burned out before he Jearns 
the importance of always keeping fully 
insured, It seems as if every man 
must be wrecked in a financial tempest be- 
fore he learned to keep things snug in case 
of a sudden curoclydon. When the calamity 
does come, itisawful The man goes home 
in despair, and ho tells his family; ‘‘ Weill 
have to goto the poor house.” He takes a 
dolorous view of everything, It seems as if 
he never could rise. But a little time passes 
and he says: ‘‘Why,I am notso badly off 
after all; I have my family left.” 

Before the Lord turned Adam out of Para- 
dise he gave him Eve, so that when he lost 
Paradise he could stand it. Permit one who 
has never read but a few novels in all bis life, 
and who has not a great deal of romance in 
his composition, to say, thatif, when a man's 
fortunes fail, he has a good wife—a good 
Christian wife—he ought not to be despon- 
dent. “Ob,” you say, “that only increases 
the embarrassment, since you have her also 
to take care of.” You are an ingrate, for 
the woman as often supports the man as the 
man supports the woman. The man may 
bring all the dollars, but the woman gen- 
erally brings the courage and the faith in 
God. 

Well, this man of whom I am speaking 
looks around and he finds his family is left, 
and he rallies, and the light comes to his 
eyes, and the smile to his face, and the cour- 
age to hisheart. Intwo years he is quite 
over it, He makes his financial calamity the 
first chapter in a new era of prosperity, He 
met that one trouble—conquered it. He sat 
down for a little while under the grim shadow 
of the rock Bozez; yet he soon rose and 
began, like Jonathan, to climb, But how 
often it is that physical ailment comes with 
financial embarrassment When tho for 
tune failed it broke the man’s spirit. His 
nerves shattered His brain was 
stunned. I can you hundreds of men 
in New Yorl fortune and health 
failed at the same time, They camo prema- 
turcly to the staff. Their hund trembled 
with incipient paralysis, They never sawa 
well day since the hour when they called 
their creditors together for a compromise, 
If such men are impatient, and peculiar, and 
irritabl them, They had two 
troubles, either one of which they could havo 
met successfully, If, when the health went, 
the fortune had been retained, it would not 
have bafl. The man could 
bought the very best medical advice, and he 
could have had the very best attendance, and 
long lines of carriages would have stopped at 
the front door to inquire as to bis welfare. 
But poverty on the one side, and sickness on 
the other, are Bozez and Seneb, and they 
interlock their shadows and drop them upon 
the poor man’s way. God help him! ‘There 
is a sharp rock on the one side, and a sharp 
rock on the other side.”

John Milton—great and good John Milton 
—so forgot himself as to pray, #0 Inany 
words, that his enomies might be eternally 
thrown down into the darkest and deepest 
gulf of hell, and be the undermost and most 
dejected and the lowest down vassals of per 
dition! And Martin Luther so far forgot 
himself as to say, in regard to his theological 
opponents: ‘Put them in whatever 
please, roasted, or fried, or baked, or stewed, 
or boiled, or hashed, they are nothing but 
Ah, my friends, if John Milton or 

Luther could down to such scur- 
what may you not expect from 
less clovated opponents? Now, the 
world somotimes takes after them; 
the newspapers take after them; public opin- 
ion takes after them; and tho unfortunate 
man is lied about until all the dictionary of 
Billingsgate is exhausted on him, You often 
se0 Aman whom you know to be good, and 
pure, and honest. set upon by the world, and 
mauled by whole communities, while vicious 
men take on a supercilious air in condemua- 
tion of him, as though Lord Jeffreys should 
Write an essay on gentleness, or Henry VIII 
talk about purity, or Herod take to blessing 
little children, 

Now, a certain amount of persecution 
rouses n man's defiance, stirs his blood for 
magnificent battle, and makes him fifty 
times more a man than he would have been 
without the persecution. So it was with the 
great reformer when he said; “I will not be 
put down; I will be heard,” And so it was 
with Millard, the preacher, in the time of 
Louis XI. When Louis XI sent word to him 
that unless he stopped preaching in that 
style he wonld throw him into the river, be 
replied: ‘Tell the king that I will reach 
heaven sooner by water than ho will reach it 
by fast horses.” A certain amount of perse- 
cution is a tonic and inspiration, but too 
much of it, and too long continued, be- 
comes the rock Bozez, throwing a dark 
shadow over a man’s life, Whatis he to do 
then! Go home, you say. Good advice, 
that, That is just the place for a man to go 
when tho world abuses him. home, 
Blessed be God for our quiet and sympathetic 
homes. But there is many a mah who has 
the reputation of having a home when he has 
none. Through unthibkingness or precipita- 
tion, there are many matches made that 
ought never to haveebeen made. An offici- 
ating priest cannot alone unite a couple. The 
Lord Almighty must proclaim banns. There 
ismanyahome in which there is no sym- 
pathy, and no happiness, and no good cheer, 
Tho clamor of the battle may not have been 
heard outside, but God knows, notwitbstand- 
ing all the playing of the ‘‘Wedding March,” 
and all the odor of the orange blossoms, and 
the benediction of the officiating pastor, there 
has been no marriage. 

Sometimes men have awakened to find on 
one side of them the rock of persecution and 
on the other side the rock of domestic infelic- 
ity. What shall such a one do? Do as 
Jonathan did—climb. Get up the heights of 
God's consolation, from which we may look 
down in triumph upon outside persecution 
and home trouble, While good and great 
John Wesley was being silenced by the 
magistrates, and having his name written on 
the board fences of Loridon in doggerel, at 
that very time bis wife was making him as 
miserable as she could—acting as though 
she were possessed with the devil, as 
I suppose she was; never doing him a 
kindness until the day she ran away, 50 
that he wrote in his diary these words: 
“I did not forsake ber; I have not dis- 
missed her; I will not recall her.” Planting 
one foot, John Wesley did, upon outside 
persecution, and the other foot upon bome 
trouble, he climbed up into the heights of 
Christian joy, and after preaching forty 
thousand sermons and traveling two hundred 
and seventy thousand miles, reached the 
heights of heaven, though in this world he 
had it bard enough—‘‘n sharp rock on the 
one sido, and a sharp rock on the other.” 

Again, that woman stands in the crisis of 
the text, who has bereavement anda struggle 
for a livelihood at the same time, Without 
mentioning names, I speak from observation. 
Ah, it is a hard thing for a woman to make 
an honest living, even when her heart is not 
troubled, and she has a fair cheek and the 
magnetism of an exquisite presence. But 
now the husband, or the father, is dead. The 
expenses of the obsequies have absorbed all 
that was left in the savings bank; and wan 
and wasted with weeping and watching, she 
goes forth—a grave, hearse, a coffin, 
behind her—to contend for her existence 
and tho existence of ber children. When I 
seo such o battle as that open I shut my eves 
atthe ghaustliness of the spectacle, Men sit 
with embroidered slippers and write heart 
less essays about women’s wages, but that 
question is made up of tears and blood, and 
there is more blood than tears, Oh, give 
women free access to all the realms where 
she can get a livelibood, from the telegraph 
office to the pulpit. Let men's wages be cut 
down before hers are cul down, Men have 
irop in their souls and can standit. Make 
the way to her of the broken heart 
May God put into my band the cold, bitter 
cup of privation and give me nothing buta 
windowless hut for shelter for many years 
rather than that after 1 am dead there should 
go out from my home into the pitiless world 
a woman's arm to fight the Gettysburg, the 
Austerlitz, the Waterloo of lifo for broad. 

And yet how many Women there are seated 
between the rock of bereavement on the one 
eide and the rock of destitution on the other.

Ayain, in answering 
at the time a critic who alleged that political 
offenders are kept separate from common 
felons, Gladstone said: ‘I might refer to my 
own ocular testimony, but it is enough to 
say that here again the Neapolitan govern 
mentissilent”’ The Times naturally makes 
the most of this.

Lenvon, Aug. 25.—Sir John Rose, the 
Canadian, dropped dead to day while firing 
at a stag at Caithness, 

Sir John tose, who is well known to 
Canadians as a public man and member of 
successive administrations, was born in Ab- 
erdeenshire, Scotland, in 1821, came to 
Canada early in life and was called to the 
bar of Lower Canada in 1842 and was cro- 
ated a Q, C. in 1848. He eat as member 
for Montreal in the Legislative Assembly 
from 1857 to 1861 and for Montreal 
Centre from 1861 until the union. 
In 1867 he was elected for tho 
county of Huntingdon, Que., and was re- 
elected on his appointment to office in 
November 1867. Mr. Rose was Solicitor 
General for Lower Canada from 1857 to 
1858 ; Receiver General 1858 ; a second 
time Solicitor General for Lower Canada 
1858 to 1859; Commissioner of Public 

Works from 1858 to 1859, when ill-health 
caused his retirement. In 1867 he became 
Finance Minister of the Dominion, but in 
1869 he resigned and went to London, where 
he had since resided as a member of the 
great banking house of Morton, Rose & 
Co. Sir John Rose was an able man and 
a practical legislator, and left his impress 
on our statute books. 


Discovery of the Poo! of Bethesda, 

Mr. James Glaisher, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund, writes to the Times; 
‘* I have great pleasure in communicating 
a discovery retently made in Jerusalem by 
Herr Conrad Schick. It appears to be 
nothing less than the ‘ Pool called in the 
fiebrew tongue Bethesda’ (Bethesda or 
Bethzatha, St. John v, 5.) An apparent- 
ly uninterrupted chain of evidence from 
the year a. v. 333 to the year 1180 speaks 
of the Probatica Piscina as near the Church 
of St. Anne, The place spoken of is said 
by the earliest writers to have formerly 
had fire porches, then in ruins, Nothing 
was known of the pool discribed by those 
writers until quite recently, when certain 
works carried on by the Algerian monks 
la'd bare a large tank or cistern cut in 
the rock to a depth of thirty feet. It lies 
under, but not immediately under, # later 
building, a church with a napse at the east 
end. The cistern is 55 feet long from east 
to west ; north and south it measures 12% 
feet in breath. A flight of twenty-four 
steps lead down to the pool from the, east- 
ern scarp of the rock. Now the first requi- 
site for the site of the Pool of Bethesda is 
that itshould be possible to have five 
porches. The only way in which this 
requisive could be satisfied is that the pool 
should be what is called a twin » buch 
as that discovered close to the Convent of 
the Sisters of Sion—that is to say, two 
pools lying side by side, having one portico 
on each of the four sides thus formed, and 
one between them on the wall of separ- 
ation. Herr Schick now reports that he 
has found a continuation of the pool, or 
rather a sister pool, lying end for end, 60 
ft. long, aud of the same breath as the 
first. Weare, therefore, able sto make 
out a reasonable strong case for identifying 
the newly-discovered twin pool with the 
Pool of Bethesda The historical evidence 
in favor of this site is as strong as that 
which connects the Holy Scpulchre with 
the site adopted by Constantine. In the 
minds of most, I think, it will be acknow- 
ledged that we have here the ancient Pool 
of Bethesda.”

The Catholics of London are prepar- 
ing to present to His Kminence Cardinal 
Manning $12,000 on the occasion of his 
sacerdotal jubiloo, His Eminence intends 
to devote the sum to paying off the debt of 
the pro cathedral at Konsington. 

Dr. Leonard W. Bacon, of Norwich, 
who has just returned from abroad, and is 
widely known a8 an able eflective 
preacher, publishes a card in tho Lteligious 
Herald offering his services ** without re- 
gard to compensation,” when not other- 
wise ongaged, to any church or pastor to 
whom he can be useful. 

Do not say that the world is wholly 
unregenerate. A day or two ago a Mil- 
waukee mau went to his parlor and asked 
him how much money was necessary to 
place his church out of debt. The pastor 
inquired and said $3,000, The man im- 
mediately wrote a check for the amount 
and handed it to the pastor with the re- 
mark that his sermons had done him §$3,- 
000 worth of good during the year, 

Qieen Victoria does not like Canon 
Liddou, the most eloquent of English preach- 
ers. Once he preached before her and 
constantly addressed hor as ** Madam” in 
his sermon, Massillon, it will be remem 
bered, used to address Louis XIV, as 
** Sir” from the pulpit. But Victoria ob 
jected to being called ‘** Madam” even by 
so big agun as a Canon, and Liddon is 
not a Bishop owing to hor antagonism, 

—The town of Great Barrington, Mass., 
boasts of the finest pipe organ in its Con 
gregational church. It has 3,954 pipes, 60 
apeaking stops and 34 mechanical accessories 
of various kinds, among them being thir+ 
teen combination pistons, which in a fracti- 
on of a second bring into use combinations 
that have been made by 309 adjusters on 
the face of the key box. There is an echo 
organ back of the church operated by 24 
niles of electric wire, 


—Count Montalembert, one of the most 
eminent French statesmen, once wrote : 
‘** Men aro surprised sometimes by the ease 
with which the immense city of London is 
kept in order by a garrison of three small 
battalions and two squadrons, while to con- 
trol the capital of France, which is half the 
size, 40,000 troops of the line and 60,000 
Natioual guards are necessary, But the 
stranger who arrives in London on a Sun- 
day morning, when he sees everything sus- 
ponded in that gigantic capital in obedience 
to God— when, in the centre of that colossal 
busin ces, Le fads ailence and repose scarce- 
ly interupted by the bells which call to 
prayer, wod by the immense crowds on 
their way to church—then his astonishment 
ceases. He understands that there is 
another ourb for a Christian people beside 
that made by bayonets, aud that when the 
law of God is fulfilled with such a solemn 
submissiveness, Gud himself, if I dare use 
the words, charges himself with the police 
arrangements, 

—Rev. Robert Mclutyre, who has been 
called to the pastorate of Grace Methodist 
Church in Chicago, is only 30 years old. 
Robert McIntyre was only a jolly and first 
rate bricklayer. He was working in Phila- 
delphla as such when that awful blaze swept 
over Chicago, Then there came the loud- 
voiced demand for Philadelphia ** pressed 
brick” and for skilled hands to lay it. 
Robert McIntyre owned a pairofsuch hands, 
and out he went to the smoking city in the 
west. He laid brick at $7 a day, and those 
who paid it considered he had earned the 
high wage. Still, he thought, he was get- 
ting altogether too rich, and one day he 
dared a fellow workman to throw down his 
trowel and quit work—and both did. So 
they went travelling south to spend their 
earnings, and they did. Down there in 
Dixio’s land the heavenly light broke on him 
as it once did to Saul of Tarsus, And he 
saw the folly of hig ways and repented and 
was converted, 

— According to the latest newsfrom China 
the missionaries in yarious parts of the 
country fiad great hostility on the part of 
the oflicials and the higher classes of the 
population to the acquisition by them of 
houses and land for the purpose of residence 
and teaching. The owners of the land show 
no unwillingness to sell or let ; but, when 
they have done so, they are thrown into 
prison on somo frivolous pretext, such as 
that they have no title, and aro not released 
vutil the missionaries, in order to saye in- 
nocent persons from punishment, give up 
the contracts and restore the place to the 
owner. The Amorican Protestant mission- 
arios have been the chief sufferers by this 
kind of vicarious add illegal persecution ; 
but the British missionaries are also com- 
plaining loudly. The Wesloyan Missionary 
Society are said to be about to lay a state- 
ment of their grievances on this point be- 
fore the Foreign Office direct, on the ground 
that the representations addressed by their 
members in China to the British Minister 
have remained unnoticed. By treaty 
missionaries have the right to purchase land 
or houses or torent them, and the preseut 
systom of persecution is merely an ingenious 
method of ousting this right by coercing 
owners into refusing to give the mission- 
aries the accommodation thoy require.

entirely dons away with the padrone system 
long in vogue in that city. 


Privateering. 

The question has been asked, ‘‘Has the 
United States ever abandoned the right of 
privateering?”’ 

No, Mr. Marcy, secretary of state in 1856, 
when most civilized states abolished it by the 
declaration of Paris, offered to have the 
United States join in the whole declaration 
if *‘the clause abolishing privateering were 
amended by adding that the private prop- 
erty of the subject or citizen of a belligerent 
onthe high seas should be exempted from 
seizure by public armed vessels of the other 
belligerent, except it be contraband of war.” 
This kind offer was declined without thanks. 
Mr. Marcy’s idea was that if privateering 
was abolished, the property of a nation 
maintaining asmall navy would be entirely 
at the mercy of a nation maintaining a largo 
pavy. In 1861, when the Confederates wero 
thinking of issuing letters of marque to 
privateers, Secretary Seward offered to join 
in the declaration, without the Marcy amend- 
ment; but the French and English govern- 
meuts declined this kind offer also, except 
on condition that it should not take effect as 
against the Confederate States. So as re- 
gards privateering the United States stands 
with the late Barbary states, not in any very 
enviable light, 

Colored Folks’ State Fair, 

The colored people of Maryland are to hold 
o state fair at Baltimore the first seven days 
of October, and more than 500 applications 
for space have already been applied for. The 
American says tho exbibitiog will be o sur- 
prise to the public. The colored people of 
Maryland have ad\ anced more substantially 
than their contemporaries of any other state, 
In Baltimore alone they pay taxes on be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 worth of 
property.—Chicago Herald, 


A Thrifty German Community, 

Klingenberg-on-Muin, famous for its red 
wine, enjoys, financially, a thriftiness which 
fow other German communities, or foreign 
ones for that matter, can boast of. It has 
no taxpayers withinits walls. Tho yield of 
its clay pits not ouly defrays the whole of 
the communal budget, including school 
money, but secures besides to every head of 
a family plonty of firewood and 140 marks 
hard cash perannum.

Hon, C. H. Tupper, Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, was interviewed at Halifax 
on the 27th by tho Ampire’s correspondent, 
as to Prosident Cleveiand’s message, Mr, 
Tupper, after stating that ho reyards the 
Message a8 4 Campaign doc ument, and citing 
as proof of this allegation the fact that no 
complaints have been made this season, said 
he regards it as highly improbable that the 
Frosident will put in foros the powers fer 
which he asks, should they bo given him by 
Congress. Mr, Tupper furthor said that 
the United States would be injured to a 
greater dogree than Canada would by retal- 
iation. Ho added; 

‘Twenty-four yeors ago the Republicans 
thought we would be crippled im British 
North America by the abrogation of the 
Reoprocity Treaty and eo jikely did that 
seom that many Canadians also eutortainud 
the fear, some loading men going so fur as 
to adyocate anpexation tu tho United 
States, which was the apparent object of 
the Republicans, The result, however, has 
been not only to extinguish the sentiment 
of annexation, but to consolidate the 
British provinces in a nation, construct 
the Intercolonial and Canadian Pacitic 
transcontinental railways, deepen and 
improve the canal system, and to build up 
our country to such a deyree that not only 
is our financial credit second only to that 
of the Unijed States inthe English market, 
but we have been enabled to obtain such 
attdlitior'ance that our affairs in the 
presence Presidential contest are second 
only in interest to the Mills Taritf Bull. 

From a position of comparative insig- 
nificauce which the province held, we have 
become rivals of the second commercial na- 
tiou 1u the world, Wu have every reason, 
therefore, to belivve that, notwithstanding 
temporary injury from this hostile legis- 
latiop, our national interests would be

PuysioLoay and HyGctenze,—Lectures are 
to be given occasionally by the Teacher, or 
by any other qualified person. Questions 
thereon to be solicited from the pupils, for 
the purpose of fixing the subject in their 
minds, 

MecHanicar DrawinGc, —Attention to be 
directed to the inaking of working plans for 
buildings and machinery, Mepping is also 
to be taught. 

The clatsis are to be formed on the prin- 
ciple of individual teaching, so that the 
grouping will be in accord with the profi 
ciency and talents of the pupils.”

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"LAURIER REPGDIATED. 

Tho Toronto Globe, with a fairnoss and 
patriotiam which do it credit, gently and 
firmly repudiates the contention of the 
rebel loader of its party in his apeoch at St. 
Thomas, that President Oleveland’s threat 
of retaliation was called forth by an un- 
neighborly and vexatious administration of 
the provisions of the fishery treaty. Our 
contemporary thus ably disposes of the 
flighty and untrathful assertions of ‘he 
leador of its party : 

“Should Washington strike at Canada,in- 

ternational relations will be severely strain- 
ed and considerable loss suffered by both 
countries even if the worst does not come 
about. With so dark a prospect some Can- 
adiansnaturally impress on the Ottawa Gov- 
ernmont’the duty"of acting, as far as possi- 
blo, in a conciliatory spirit. Of course that 
is good advice. But how far is it possible 
for Ottawa to go in conciliation ! Tho mere 
continuance of privileges granted to Amer- 
ican fishermen by the modus vivendi will 
not satisfy the Washington claim that the 
privilege of transhipment in bond should 
be freely accorded to American fish cargoes. 
We fail to sep how that privilege can be per- 
manently accorded gratis by Canada. To 
yield it, and what would logically and in- 
eyitably have to be given with, would be to 
make waste paper of the Convention of 
1818, and practically to surrender our in+ 
shore fisheries for nothing at all. 

‘Till Mr, Laurier disposes of the argu- 
ment by which we yesterday maintained 
this opinion, we must, with all deference 
and good-will to him, maintain that ho is 
wrong in alleging that the Fisheries policy 
of Canada has been unfriendly to the States. 
Obviously it was, as he says, vexatious to 
Americans, but what option did they leave 
Canada except strict protection of her full 
rights according to her interpretation of the 
Convention of 1818 ? They refused to ne- 
gotiate, though we gave them in 1885 a 
season’s free fishing by way of showing our 
friendly spirit. It is, we think, true that 
the Ottawa Government officials were oo- 


when they might judiciously have winked. 
But our Government was really compelled 
by the aggressive American attitude to is- 
sue orders strictly guarding the entire Can- 
adian case. Allits points were bound up 
together. No one will accuse the Globe of 
wanting te defend John A. Macdonald's 
Administration. _ But we approved in a 
general way of its Fisheries policy as one 
forced on Canada by the Amprican attitude, 
and we still think that the Liberals, had 
they been in power in Ottawa, would have 
been compelled by the eircumstances to 
ta e very much the same line. It was not 
8 case in which the Government displayed 
great wisdom, it was one in which there 
was only the one course to take. What 
could Ministers do but stand on the Oon- 
vention of 1818? Thero was io other 
guide for them after the Americans had de- 
nounced the fisheries clauses of the Treaty 
of Washington, and had refused to nego- 
tiate.”’

A HINT TO CANADIANS, 


Tho Montreal Post, & journal which sup- 
ports Mr. Laurier, and which claims to be 
the organ of the lrish Roman Catholics of 
Canada, says in its issuo of Aug. 27th :

He need 
not flatter himself, as certain English newspapers 
flatter themselves, that Mr, Cleveland's inessage 
is bute party move, Itisthat and somethio 
more, It mesns that the President has graspe 
the American idea that England and England's 
spawn must get off this continent. Sir John 
may hasten back to Ottawa, ‘Retaliate!” he 
said when the Hews of the message was broken 
to him at Sydney, ‘‘Retaliate! what doos that 
mean? To return evil for evil, does it not ?”

Newfoundland and Union, 

The Ottawa correspondent of the Empire 
telographed on August 28th; ‘‘ Many here 
pretend that the re-assembling of the Cabi- 
not has been hastened by President Clove- 
laud’s message to Congress, but that is not 
the caso. Doubtless the retaliation moas- 
ure will be considered by the Cabinet at an 
early date, but the more immediate ques- 
tion for consideration is the union of New- 
foundland with the Dominion, Weeks 
ago Sir R. Thorburn, Premier of the old 
colony, wrote Sir John stating that the 
delegates of Newfoundland were willing to 
visit Ottawa in July to discuss the terms 
of union, but it was pointed out in reply 
that the heated term would not be a very 
suitable time to discuss the question, and 
that September would be a more suitable 
month. The Newfoundland Government 
acknowledged the force of this suggestion, 
and accordingly the conference, as is well 
known, is to take placo next month. It is 
for the purpose of preparing for this ccn- 
ference that the Cabinet re-assembles next 
week. Word hus been received here that 
the delegates will leave Newfoundland on 
the 13:h or 14th prox., and they may, 
therefore, be expected in Ucvawa about the 
19th, It is understood that tho first busi 
ness of the Government will be to appoint 
a sub committee of the Privy Council to 
discuss with the Nowfoundlaud fepresenta- 
tiyesthe whole question of union and endea- 
vor to arrive at a bisis of agreement. Sub- 


sequently, if such @ basia be agreed upon, 


it will come bofore the respective Govern- 


menta of the twa countries.”

SIR HECTOR'S SPEECH. 

Sir Hector Langovin was introduced and was 
roceived with loud cheers, The chairman read 
an address from tho County of Haldimand 
Liboral-Consurvative Association, Tho address 
recognized tho Minister's long sorvico to the 
country, his leadership in Quoebeo, but more 
espevinlly looked upon hin as au eminent 
Canadian. Thanks were also returned to him 
for the prompt way the Public Works Depart- 
ment had recognized the claims of tho County 
of Haldimand, 

Sir Heotor replied firat to an addroas which 
had been presented to him by the Mississagua 
Indians. He thanked them for tholr kindness 
and thelr expressions of good will Ho had 
frained tho bill which first enfranchised the 
Iodians. The fill onfranchisoment which 
succceded it proved that he had not been 
wrong in the first. Ilo was clad to find that 
the Indians were making good use of the fran 
chise and Lbere was no stronger evidence of 
that lo be found than tu this county, [Laugh- 
ter.] Ho hoped that their children would fol- 
low in their footsteps. [Cheers] 

Referring to his political careur be sald that 
for thirty-one yours he had been following the 
Grand Old Man, and for 25 yeara he had been 
Sir Jolin'’s colleague. They liad always agreed, 
had always poue bond in hand, ho following, 
Sir John's leading. He had followed Sir 
Joho ulways because in doing so ho knew he 
could not be peonig foowred th The lurgo ma-

groat country, grent in forest and miineral ro 
sources and sgricultural capability, All of our 
citizens did not iabor at developing these re 
sources, Many Canadians louked Lo the Lrack- 
lous son for idly living, and when tho rights of 
their Aslermen were liposed on it was Uhelr 
duty to uphold thelr rights and the honor of 
the couviry. [Hear, béar.] As men of the 
game country living undor the same flag he 
trustod that tho people of Nova Soutia would 
stand by the people of Onturio if thelr rights 
were over invaded, as the people of Ontario 
wore now standing by thelr mariting breth- 
ren, Canadians shonld notsubmitto the coorcion 
of wuy power on the fice of thy earth, [(Cheera,) 

Ho rourotted that Hol, Alc. Lawurler had taken 
such an uonpatilotio stand at St. Thomas, The 
only excuse he could offer for Mr, Laurier was 
that the hon, gentleman could not have road 
tho Presidents’ message.

But Cauada’s carrying trude would 
be lide Interfored with, Tho proposition was 
to compol goods importod into Canada via 
Amorican ports topay duty Lo the United States, 
Another rouson to suppose that Mr. Laurior 
had not read the Presijdout’s message lay in his 
statemont that Canada had not boon friendly 
toward the United Statos, and this as being a 
reason for the President's action. ‘Tho Preal- 
dout did not ylve this as areason atall, All 
that was hold up aga reason for non-intercourse 
was Canada’s refusal to permit American fish- 
ermien to sond casos of fish in bound over Cana- 
dian railways to tho United States, 

Mr, Laurtor said that Canada had been too 
unfriendly toward the United States—that 
with tho oxception of George Brown 
no Canadian public nan spoko for 
the North at the time of the war—that the 
sympathies of Cinnadinns went with the 
South. Did Mr. Lawrior know that for every 
one Canedinn that enlisted in the Sonthern 
ariniy there Were 000 who fought for the North? 

Ti United States chose themselves to wo back 
tothotroity of 18t8and its provisions were belng 
onforest, there was nothing unfriendly in 
that. Lut when they were at firat doaling 
lenlunUly the Liberals declared that instead of 
granting licenses thoy should bo arming 
cruisers. That their conductin seizing Amer- 
ican vessels was not harsh was borne out by the 
support of the British Governmont on the 
enquiry into overy case, Tho United 
States In 1818 gave up the right § to 
fish within the throo solle limit. The 
Amorican fishormen were to haye no commoer- 
clal priviloges onthe Canndian shores, Thoy 
could not salt their fish or buy supplies, Thoy 
could only cuter in caso of a storin or lo make 
ropairs, Mut the renunciation of this privilege 
was bought by giving American fisherinen the 
right to fish along tho coas's of Labrador 
and tho Magdalen Islands. And now they wish 
to hold on to the one while thoy would not give 
up the old one 

The moans of retallaiion proposed was the 
withdrawal of tho privilogo to “bond” goods 
through the United States to Canada. This 
yrivilege was secured to thom by Article 
XXLX of the Washington Treaty and it ro- 
quired two yours’ notice, by the terms of that 
troaty, before apy articlo could be suspended. 
No notico o that kind bad been 
given and yot resident Cleycoland, 
regardless of the sacrod obligations of a troaty, 
proposed to ond this privilege without notice 
und at a single stroke, 

Mr, Laurier o fow days ago sald that the 
prosont oxigency showed how Canada was 
closely connected commercially with the Unit- 
ed States and asked how much larger would 
that International trnde be and how much 
closer their commercial rolations if thoy 
had Unrestricted Tteciprocity.

L wout é-lishing with Mr, Parr, of Breck- 
ville, who was called the best fisherman at 
Brockville, We went to the footf Fair 
man’s Islaud to still fib. After anchoring 
I gave hini a pole; 1 had two of same length, 
lines the same ; he commeuced to fish while 
I was putting a hook on my line, and Parr 
caught a black bass. He said, **1 will show 
you how to doit.” He baited again and 
pulled up another, using the same words, 
| baited my hook, and caught 22 bars in 80 
minutes, and although our hooks when both 
in tho water were not over a foot apart, he 
never gota bite. As I caught the 22 bass tho 
old steamer William came along and throw 
such a swell over the bar that we caught no 
more, but he was satisfied to own beat. 

I will not tell you any more of my fish 
stories, but the St. Lawrence at Brockville 
and up amongst the Islands is famous for 
big fish, ‘‘Maskos” have been caught over 
16 years ago weighing as high as 76 pounds. 
A man of the name of Carl was the best 
spearsijan and would take a fish in from 16 
to 20 feet depth of water; one night he 
caughta ‘‘masko” 45 pounds, On dressing 
it he found a ten dollar gold piece inside, 
This was a splendid fish forhim. Again at 
another time he caught one weighing 60 
pounds and on dressing him found a gold 
watch and chain, sealand key. This was 
a great find. A few such fish would be 
worth having. I saw the fish and the gold 
watch, etc., the morning after he caught it, 
He caught it near the old block house 
about 10 miles above Brockville, 

No doubt some will say this is a big fish 
story—go jt is, and itisa true one. The 
way thjs came about is ag follows: The old 
steamboat Oharlotte used to run from the 
Carrying Place to Prescott, and at Kingston 
used to take the Southerners from the Fron- 
tenac, and take them to ‘Prescott, where 
they took stages for Montreal. The boat 
stopped at my father’s wharf, and I was on 
board of her, and heard a gentleman say to 
another, **I have lost my gould watch, chain, 
seal and key; I took it out of my pocket 
about twelve miles above here to wind it up, 
and it slipped out of my hand aud went into 
the river, 1 would not have taken $300 for 
it, but itis gone," That night Carl caught 
the fish, Tho case of the watch was a little 
bruiced by the fish’s teeth.

Statement that for isolated chimneys and 
steeples, as well as powder magazines, there 
is no better protection than a number of 
Iengths of telegraph wires. A number of 
thin wires is better by far than a single thick 
one; and their capacity is increased by con- 
necting up metallic masses such as lead roofs; 
“but do not connect with balconies and other 
accessible places.” As to a roof, he would 
run a barbed wire all around the eaves and 
ridges, but he would run no rods up above 
the highest points of buildings, because there- 
by flashes'are precipitated that would other 
wise nover occur, So it seems that our ordi 
nary lightning rods are a source of danger 
rather than of protection.—Globe-Democrat.

THE RETALIATION BILL. 


A Substitute Unanimously Adopted by the 
House Forcign Affairs Commitee, 


Wasuinctoy, Aug. 30.—The Committee 
on Foreign Affairs to-day received the re- 
port of the sub-committee on the Retalia- 
tion Bill The chairman, Mr, Belmont, 
said thatin these questions the committee 
had always acted without regard to parti- 
sanship, and he hoped it would continue to 
do so. He referred to the fact that a bill 
introduced by himself two years ago, con- 
taining a restrictive railroad provision, had 
been adopted by the House almost unani- 
mously, though the railroad section was 
subsequently stricken out in the Senate. 
The committee unanimously adopted the 
amended bill reported by the sub-commit- 
tec, Mr. Belmont having been absent when 
the consideration of the subject was begun, 
expressed the opinion that it would be 
proper for Mr. McCreary to report the bill to 
the House. It is understood to be the in- 
tontion to call it up for action on Saturday 
The following is the text of the substitute 
bill : 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, etc, : That when- 
eyor the President may deem it his duty to 
exercise any of the powers given to him by 
an act entitled, ‘An act to authorise the 
President of the United States to protect 
and defend the rights of American fishing 
vessels, American fishermen, American 
trading and other vessels in certain cases, 
and for other purposes,” approved March 3, 
1887, it shall be lawful for the President, in 
his discretion, by proclamation to that ef- 
foct, to suspend, in whole or in part, the 
transportation across the territory of the 
United States, in bond or without the pay- 
ment of duty of goods, wares and saeretina 
dise imported or exported from any foreign 
country from or to the British dominions in 
North America. 

Sec. 2. That whenever the President 
shall be satisfied that there is any discrim- 
ination whatever in the use of the Welland 
Canal, the St. Lawerence River Canal, the 
Chambly Canal or either of them, whether 
by tolls, drawbacks, re-fund of tolls or 
otherwise, which is or may be detrimental 
to the interests ot the United States or any 
of its citizens, it shall be lawful for the 
President in his discretion to issue a procla- 
mation to that effect, whereupon there shall 
be collected a toll of 20 cents a ton upon 
every foreign vessel and her cargo passing 
through either the Sault Ste. Marie Canal

Liverpool generally follows New York and 
San Francisco, but London is more concern- 
olin the Baltic trade and not so casily 
moved by American quotations, and, like 
Leods, Rochester and Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
thinks most of the local crops and demand. 
Hence prices for the past week have been 
much attected by the capricious weather, a 
bright day fr ightening buyers, a heavy rain 
stiffening sellers; but yesterday's storm has 
so knocked out what remained of the Eng- 
lish crop that this can no longer be the case. 
Already we catch a glimpse of what the 
wheat shortage means by the discovery that 
bread has gone upa penny on a quartern 
loaf in many parts of London since Mon- 
day. 

The northern workhouse authorities have 
their hands full with an army of Irish labor- 
ers Who are accustomed to come to England 
for the harvest.
